refused. They intimated that if this 


were allowed they would be satisfied, 
and accordingly an’ Act was 

by the Natal Parliament. giving them 
the right to do this, and it was under- 
stood that the immigration was to 
continue, Now, 15 months afterwards, 
they intimated they were stopping that 
igmmigration, He wanted to kaow why

In continuation of the articles on 
the report of Lord Sanderson's Com- 
mittee on coolie labour in British

Capetown, Jan. 25.—Judgment 
wwas given’ by Lord de Villiers, in 
the Appellate Division of the Sup- 
reme Court, this morning, in the 
matter of Mahnud Chotabhar 0. the 
Minster of Justice and the Reastrar 
of Assaties.

‘Mos‘em League's Repreventation 


We take the following paragraphs 
tm _extenso from the representation 
forwarded by the London Branch of 
the All-India Moslem League, on the 
subject of the grivances of the Indians 
in British East Africa — 
lt Je appears from a study of the evi- 
Gkoce given before the departmental 
Committee, fon Tudian Emigration to 
Crown Colonies] that 2 proportion of 
the white settlers came from Natal, 
and that some of the farmers are 
Boers. His Lordship is aware. that 
the Boer and the Afrikander have 
been accustomed for generations to.

been accentuated by the degree to 
which the sobriety, industry, and other 
good qualities ot the tndians enable 
them to compete in trade. If there 
were a reasonable likelihood that 
conditions prevailing in South Africa 
would ih course of time be repeated 
even ina minor degree in the Pro- 





tectorate the political danger might 
well be guarded against in any review 
‘of the policy of the: Protectorate in 
Fespect of Indian settlement.

‘insisted, and pushed his way along the 
gangway, but was again stopped, and 
be then demanded to see the Captain. 
He was allowed to proceed on board,

ship, which he flatly refused to do of 
his own free will, and the Captain then 
pushed him down the gangway again.

‘The Sanderson Committee’s 
Report Criticised 





































In March of 1909, says the Satu, 
‘a Committee, with Lord Sanderson 
4s Chairman, was appointed to con 
sider and report upon emigration from 
Todia to the Crown Colonies and 
Protectorates. ‘The report, which was 
issued some time ago, gives a qualified 
sanction to the systetn of indentured 
labour. ‘The essential portion of itis 
that, subject to: certiin recommen 
tions, the system of indentured em 
gration as actually worked is not open 
Yo serious objection in the interests 
of the Indian labourer; that Indian 
emigration is of the greatest assistance 
in developing the resources of some 
‘of our tropical colonies and it. in- 
ereasing their prosperity ; and that in 
the present condition of India in- 
dentured emigration is the only 
practicable form of emigration to 
distant colonies on any considerable 
scale. But the Committee qualifies 
these three expressions of opinion.as | are 
follows: First, that jp under

General Schalk Burger objected to

‘Tuesday last, Mr. Neste moved that 
certain petitions against further Asin- 
tic immigration, and praying that 
trading and the govements of Asia- 
tics be restricted, be referred to Gov- 
ernment for consideration, ‘The mov- 
fer gave figures with reference to the 
number of Asiatic traders and hawk- 
ers in the country, stating that in 
February, 1909, there were in the 
Transvaal 8,373 resident Asiatics, 
and in 1910, 4,075 licensed as traders, 
Itshould, the speaker said, be the 
policy of the country to expedite the 
exodus. Proceeding Mr, Neser briefly 
dealt with the problem of the possible 
acquirement of all Asiatic businesses, 
and said that the ooly real and effect- 
ive remedy was to stop all immigra- 
tion, once and for all, and allow no 
Asiatic to come into the country. 
The position was exceedingly difficult. 
The hon. member commended the 
very fair attitude taken up by the 
Union Government, for which he said 


























there was all credit due. He proceed: 
ed: “Once you accede to the claim 
of Asiatics that in the eyes of the law 


they are equal to Europeans, it will 
be all up with us” He hoped that 
the House would assist in legislation 
shortly to absolutely prevent the influx 
of Asiatics, 

Mr. Van Nimxxkx moved an

New Immigration Bill 





‘Our Johannesburg correspondent, 
‘writing on Wednesday, say

(5) The granting of certificates of 
domicile to Asiatics in Natal and 
the Cape is atthe d'scretion of the 
authorities,

Asiatic Licences at

Chairman’s Speech

Some’ Unpleasant Facts 





Writing to the Zimes of Natal, 
Mr. Polak, on the 24th ulto., said :-— 
There are many of us who 
know and agree with Mrs, Mayo's 
condemnation of the indenture system 
whether in Natal or elsewhere. It is a 
question ol the ethical point of view. 
Your readers may be assured that the 
information in the possession of the 
th Africa British Indian Com- 
mittee és both fall and well founded. 
On the question of the Protectors 
reports and their reasstiing nature, it 
is exactly from these that much of the 
Committee's: information is derived. 
For the rest they are as remarkable 
for what they conceal as for what 
they reveal, 

‘The following letter appears in the 
Watal Wetness trom the pen of Mr. 
Polak — 

Sip trust that you will find room 
for enclosed reply to one oF two state- 
ments made by you in yourvarticle of 
the 6th inst, 

As you haye said, the Indian Gov- 
emnient have not acted. precipitately, 
Natal and South Africa had ample 
‘waming of the proposed step. But 
Natal declined to accept the warning. 
‘The'Indian Government have. watch- 
ed the manner in which’ European 
traders in this. Province have deliber- 
ately sought to ruin their Tndian com- 
petitors. They have observed that 
the sticide rate amongst indentured 
Indians is twice as high as amongst 
free Indians, and fourteen times ‘as 
high asin India. ‘They have seen 
how ‘attempts have beet made to 
deprive Indian children of, higher 
education, and how only one-tenth of 
the Indian children of the Province 
receive any education at all. ‘They 
have read. the report of the Natal 
Education’ Commission, and observed 
how its recommendations. regardin 
Tndian children pave, been, coat 
pletely ignored. They have likeivise 
fead the feport of the’ Nata Todion 
Taimigration Comiission, who regard- 
ed Indian labourers, apparently, as 
‘money-making machines {or Europe- 
‘an employers. They have observed, 
to, the incidence of the £3 annual 
tax upon Indian males of 16 years, 
and upon females of 13, years, and 
upwards, as the price of freedom in a 
British Colony, and have noted how, 
onthe admission. of several of the 
principal employers of Indian labour, 
the effect of the tax has been to break 
up families, and drive men to. crime 
and women to immorality, and how, 
in spite of these admissions, the late 
‘Natal Parliament refused to exempt 
women and even little girls from 
payment of this impost upon their 
chastity. They have watched the 
crease of the Colonia-born Indian 
population, and have remarked that

In the circamstances, theGovernment 
of India and the Indian and Anglo- 
Indian Press can hardly be convicted 
pf prejudice ” against Natal, nor can 
the Home Press be accused of 
“ignorance” when they are faced 
with the serious effect upon Indian 
wublic opinion of what has transpired 
Tovthis Province. And this altogether 
apart from the happenings in the

When I was recently in India, in 
the course of an. interview with one

was particularly questioned as to the 
state of affairs in Natal, independent- 
ly.of the Transvaal. In. view of all 
these things, the Government of India 
have also thought it inadvisable that 

there should be an “‘untestricted in= 
érease of the Indian. population 

may add, here, that the Souh African 

Indian community has for years, agre- 
edasto this inadvisability. It was their 
European fellow-colonists who syste- 
‘matically swamped the country with 
“Indians, for their own mercenary pur- 
poses. I entirely demur to” your 
suggestion that there is no reason 
why indentures should not be made 
terminable in India. You appear, 
sir, to regard the Indjan labourers as 
chattels, and to suppose that they 
may be thrown aside, like worn-out 
machines, when their contracts have 
expired, but you entirely ignore the 
point of view of the Indian labourers, 
‘They doi’t regard twelve shillings a 
‘month, under all the restraints of in- 
denture, minus fines and non-pay- 
ments for variety of trifles, legal or 
otherwise, a8 fair compensation in a 
country like Natal for the work they 
perlorm, nor did such a munificent 
reward enter into the calculation of 
the Indian authorities when they per- 
mitted their wards to. indenture to 
places outside India. ‘Their object 
was to enable them to develop freely 
in their new homes after the expiry of 
these indentures. 

The report of the recent depart- 
mental committee on Tndian emigra- 
tion, presided over by Lord Sander- 
son, which dealt with Crown Colonies 
‘only, recommended that, as a first 
principle, “emigration under inden- 
Bae pacts onion 2 bs 

only to. such. Colonies as 

‘ire wb opportunity to time-expired 
to settle in an independent 
‘capacity on the land.” And the com- 
mittee urged the total abandonment 
‘of reindeniure. Applied to. Natal, 
it is evident that, apart trom: any 
‘other reasons, the non-fulfilment of 
‘he first condition would alone. have 
‘sufficed to oblige the Indian Govern- 
‘ment to refuse to sanction furtber re= 
cruitment (or this Province. But the 
South African Indian community ob-

cause the Iabourer is obliged, in the: 
words of the committee, ‘to subject 
himself to more stringent control than 
that to. which other citizens can. be 
Jegilly sabordinated.”

THE IMMIGRATION BILL 
‘Dux Debate on the second reading 
Of this Bill shows how fortunate we 
have been in having Mr. Ritch at 
Capetown just at this juncture. ‘The 
words of the Zimes to the effect that 
Mr, Ritch was coming to South 
Airica in order to co-operate with 
those who were tying to settle the 
vexed Asiatic question may be said, 
in the light of what is happening, to 

haye been prophetic, We can ste 
Mr. Ritch’s hand in the weighty con- 
tribution to the debate. by Mr. Ad- 
vyocate Alexander. He allowed not 
‘asingle point raised by the Indians 
throughout the three Provinces to 
escape him, and he has shown clearly 
that, ifthe Bill goes through unaltered, 
passive resisters will have paid too 
dear a price for peace ; and it is cer. 
tain that, if passive resisters were not 
bound morally to cease struggling 
immediately on theit demands being 
granted, they would be very_properly 
justified in rejecting the Bill as an 
honourable compromise, if the posi- 
tion of the Natal and the Cape In- 
dians were not altered by making the 
amendments necessary to meet the 
Indian objections. from. these two 
Provinces, But we hope that General 
‘Smits will accept the advice given to 
him by Sir Percy Fitzpatrick, and 
grant the very reasonable requests

Immigration Bill 


On Monday alternoon in the Legis- 
lative Assembly, the Maister of the 
InTERIOn moved the second reading 
of the Immigration Restriction Bill, 
‘This, he said, dealt with a matter of 
yery considerable importance. Last 
week he had directed the attention 
of the members to. certain correspon- 
dence which had taken place between 
the late Transvaal Government and. 
the present Union Government on 
the One side, and the British Govern- 
ment on the’ other with reference to 
the Indian question. The Bill was 
the effect of that correspondence, 
and expressed the intention of carry: 
fing out what had been agreed upon 
betveen the two Governments. ‘There 
had been for a lorig time one great 
point at issue between the ‘Transvaal 
Government and the Asiatic com- 
munity in the ‘Transvaal in regard to 
the immigration question. ‘The lead 
ers of the Asiatic community wanted 
an alteration of the immigration law 
which would not, so far as the law 
itself was concerned, differentiate 
against them. ‘They wanted words 
used which would apply in that law 
to all classes of the community. At 
one time he (General Smuts) took up 
a fairly strong line in the ‘Transvaal 
on this matter, but the Government 
thought that the tite had come, now 
that they had the Union, that’ they 
ought to deal with the question on 
the most comprehensive basis, and 
now that they did not want to extend 
the ancient controversy of the ‘Trans- 
vvaal all over South Africa, they 
thought 2 proper opportunity had 
presented itell for the solution of 
this question. 

‘They therefore finally accepted 
the proposals of the British Govern- 
ment as contained in the Blue Book 
which was laid on the table of the 
louse last Friday. 

‘The Minister went on to quote 
from the Asiatic Blue Book recently 
issued. Under the new regulation, he 
proceeded, they were going to, adopt 
the Australian test before allowing im- 
migrants to enter the Union, ‘The 
Government's argument in. favour of 
that test was that it had worked well 
in Australia, “Under the Bill it was 
optional on the Immigration Officer 
to apply the test. He favoured a 
policy of that kind, and thought the 
educational test had in the past im- 
posed many hardships. ‘The adoption 
‘Ol any European language as the test 
allowed the inimigrant to we a 
language which was of no use in 
South Africa, Tt was oot_interided 
in future to apply the educational 
test to Europeans: It should be used 
Simply as a differential test to keep 
Out undesirable. persons. Health

language. ‘That was the policy they 
wished to follow under that Act. 
Powers were taken’ to.apply medical 
tests not existent in the present laws.

shores. Under the Act they could 
schedule any dangerous disease in 
reference to which they were advised, 
and could impose medical examina 
tions upon immigrants, ‘The people 
wanted here were sound and healthy. 
Persons suflering from desease were 
not subject to the rigours of the old 
test, and were allowed in. ‘They were 
not going to keep able-bodied whites 
from South Africa, but the diseased 
and degenerate, “For a long time 
the Levantines (rom the shores of the 
‘Mediterranean, who complied with 
the education test, had conte into the 
country. Ithad been impossible to 
‘keep them out; but under the new

Mr. Scunetver proceeded to refer 
to the grievances of Indians in Natal, 
who had served indentures, and who 
found no. remedy in the measures. 
‘He supported the second reading, for 
the sake ofthose Asiaticsinthe ‘Trans- 
val who had been looking forward to 
the day when they would be able to 
cease passive resistance. He hoped, 
however, the Minister would alter the 
Measure in many directions in Com- 























‘Mr, Hexpensox (Durban) asserted 
that too much power would be given 
38 the immigration officer under the 
Bill. Ina certain clause of the Bill,

Col. Cnxwe (East London) con- 
sidered the criticism levelled against 
the measure by the member for Cape- 
town Castle as able and just, He 
pointed out that, as far as Clause 4, 
dealing with prohibited immigrants, 
‘was concerned, it was the outcome of 
an agreement with the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, an agreement absolutely 
necessary to put an end to the con: 
ditions that had not done South Af- 
rica credit, He suggested that the 
second reading should be taken, and 
ina day or so the amendments con 
idered by the members on that side 
absolutely necessary could then be 
drafted. He thought the Minister 
would be wise to lay on the table as 
soon as possible the regulations pro- 

jed for, s0 that adefinite under- 
standing could be gained as to what 
‘was a prohibited immigrant as there 
aid down, He koew. the Minister's 
leaning towards Oriental despotism, 
‘ut, although the House was prepared 
to trust any Minister with consider- 
able. powers, it was necessary that 
the House should have some idea of 
the regulations. 

Mr. Creswett (Jeppe) asked for 
enlightenment as to why the Minister, 
in following the Australian precedent, 
did not also include the Parliamentary 
safeguards of the Australian Act. 
Referring to the clause which the 
Minister stid was to permit the im- 
portation of Portuguese natives, he 
-asked that the clause should be reliev- 
ed of its ambiguity. 


Mr. Neser (Potchefstroom ) was 
Aisappointed that the Minister bad 
not maintained the position he took 
‘up when in August last year he wrote 
to Lord Crewe on the subject. He 
‘would rather see the law so precisely 
put as to make it impossible for any 
tic to come into the country here- 
aiter. He considered the Government 
showed signs of weakening. The more 
educated Asiatics they bad in this 
‘country the more trouble there would 
be. The Union should once and for 
all take up a firm stand, and let the 
Tmperial Government know they did 
not want the Asiatic, and agitation 
would soon die,down. As to, the 
Asiatics now here their competition 
was very distasteful to a large number 
of Europeans, but he wottld like to 
be fair to every man, whatever his col- 
our, In criticism of the measure, the 
speaker alluded to the power granted 
in Clause 23 to expel any person on 
warrant, which he considered too 
wide.

Mr. Quinw (Troyevill 
difficulty was not so much the Asiati 
who had been very useful in many 
ways, but whom they all agreed bad 
to go, but the not unheard of powers 
the Minister proposed to place in the 
hands of the immigration officer.

Sir P. Finzearaick (Pretoria East) 
said the one thing all agreed upon 
was that the immigration of Asiatics 
and other undesirables had tobe stop- 
ped—(Hear, Hear)—and secondly, in 
this they intended to avail themselves 
of the co-operation cf the Imperial 
Government. There had been a 
painful experience in the Transvaal. 
He knew the difficulties the Minister 
had to face there. Proceeding to 
point out the changes which had 
‘occurred in the position, and the fresh 
demands made by Asiatics, the 
speaker said there were circumstances 
in this settlement which should be 
dealt with very carefully. ‘They want- 
ed a final settlement. He would first 
like tobe perfectly sure they bad 
satisfied the Imperial Goveroment. 
Sir Percy quoted from Lord Crewe’s 
letter, referring to the imprisonment 
of Indians as a source of embarrass: 
ment with regard to the Indian Em- 
pire. They had to take a very strong 
attitude, he urged, and not deal with 
the matter Irom a purely Provincial 
point of view. It was of the utmost 
importance that they should be quite 
sure, alter four years’ Provincial dis- 
pte in the ‘Transvaal that they were 
going.to have a settlement and were 
ot embarking on a Union dispute of 
much longer duration. He would 
like the assurance from the Minister 
that they were going to have a happy 
termination of the dispute as far as 
the Imperial Government was con- 
cerned. Proceeding the member 
relerred to the wide powers given to 
the immigration officers whose autho- 
rity might restrict the whole tide of 
immigration unless proper protection 
were given as might be done in 
Committee by an amendment of the 
clause, Concluding Sir Percy urged 
that there should be no_misander- 
standing between the Imperial Govern- 
ment, the Union, and the Indian 
‘coma 

Mr. Wesses (Bechuanaland) asked 
how the Government proposed to 
control immigration throughthe north 
cern districts. Some arrangment would 
have to be made with the neighbour- 
ing Governments. ‘The restriction of 
Indians to the different Provinces 
‘was a very fair provision. 

Mr. Baxrer (Gardens) thought that 
too much power was given to the 
officials under the Bill. Although at 
the present. moment the Asiatic 
question loomed before them, when 
it was settled the Bill might be put 
into operation against other classes.

‘They had not the enthusiasm 
for Downing Street displayed by the 
member for Troyeville. There was 
fone clause in the correspondence to 
which he took exception, that alluding 
to the embarrassments which might 
be caused in regard to India. What 
about South Africa’s embarrassments, 
which should also be considered by 
Downing Street. ‘The free state 
wished to defend its position, but 
desired to assist the other Provinces 
to equally good laws. In spite of 
Downing Street he hoped that South 
Africa would take up the position 
that they meantto keep the Asiatic out, 
‘The Free State stood solid on this. 

‘Other Free State members strenous- 
ly opposed the Bill on the ground 
of preserving the Free State for 
white settlers.

VA N the telegrain (published in our 
last issue) from the Private Sec-

On Saturday, the 17th instant, four 
Indians, named Papayab, Narasuma- 
loo, Chenga Naidu, and Veerana, were 
charged at the Stanger Couct, before 
Mr. A. J. S, Maritz, RM. by Mr 
Rae, Manager of the Darnall Estate, 

h oot doing their stipulated work, 
‘The men were defended by Mr. A. 
E, Foss. It appears that the men 
had been ordered to paint. the inside 
Of the roof of the Darnall Mill, owned 
by Sir Liege Hulett & Sons. The 
defence was that the work was dan- 
gerous to perform, as the men had to 
paint the root whilst standing on two 
3.in. by 9 in, deals. put together. If 
they fell they would drop a distance 
of about 4g feet to the ground and 
there was no support to hold or a net 
placed undemeath to receive them if 
they dropped, but they would {alt 
into the machinery and their death 
would be certain. Although the 
Manager said that there was a life- 
line for the men to hold on to, 
Counsel for the defence quoted 
several authorities, and pointed out 
that his clients. were justified in re- 
fusing to do the work as they con- 
sidered it was. dangerous, and this 
was supported by the evidence of one 
Rault, European witness for the pro- 
secution During the course of the 
trial, two of the accused were found 
to be free Indians, and were dis- 
charged, when the prosecution closed, 
fad there men were tsod as witnesses 
for the remaining two indentured In- 
dians.

We: regret to have to warn our readers 
against being too sanguine about the 
end of the passive resistance struggle 
in the near tuture.

The hearts 
of Indians in the Colony naturally 
ached for the sufferings of their Trans- 
vaal brethren, and it was with glad- 
ness that they learned some time since 
that the most oppressive measures 
which imposed a racial insult upon 
the good name of Todia were at 
last to be repealed. But it bas come 
as a stunning blow to me, and to the 
people generally, to find that the 
tardy act of justice toward the Trans- 
vaal isto be paid for by the oth 
Indians of South Afriéa by the depri 
ation of their most cherished rights 
‘48 British subjects ; for this measure 
threatens to remove all the protections 
which, as domiciled residents, they 
now enjoy ; to make it virtually im- 
possible for them to go ont of South 
Africa without danger of being unable 
to return for it gives the officer ad- 
ministering the law absolute power to 























grant ot refuse permits. It may 
make it imposible for wives and 
children to join the head of the fami 
1y, for assistants to be brought into 
the country to help employers, or for 
men domiciled here, and having in- 
terests in a neighbouring Province to 
move with any freedom (it at all) 
about the Dominion, to the mainten- 
ance of which they pay their fair 
quota of rates and taxes. The Bill, 
as we have been advised, threatens to 
do all this and much more, and, as I 
have said, it comes upon ts as a 
stunning blow. But I cannot believe 
that the Government, whose avowed 
‘object is to promote Union, can have 
intended such a blow to a people 
admitted to be exceptionally law 

ing and so valuable an asset in 
the Empire, I undetstand that the 
Minister in charge ofthe measure is 
considering the modification of some 
‘of these features, which, in the mere 
contemplation, occasions us so much 
alarm, I will not believe that General 
‘Smuts deliberately intends to strip us 
of those cherished and time honoured 
rights which we have learned to re- 
gard as incidental to our status as 
free British subjects.

Japanese have no religion, but only 
‘mass of superstitions mainly con 
nected with fortunestelling, Buddhism 
was introduced into the country in 
avery commipt state and it has been 
getting rottener ever since. It would 
be as impossible for any Japanese, 
since the days of Jimmu ‘Teno, to 
have written the Bhagavadgita as it 
would be for a raw savage from the 
Congo forests to sit down and invent 
an improved aeroplane. I cannot

How Indian Immigrants Fare 
Very olten Indians aye to enter 
British Columbia to look after and 
saleguard their interests, but owing 
to the hostile attitude of the Immi- 
gration authorities and the perverse 
interpretation of some of the Domin- 
joo iromigration laws, it has become 
almost impossible for them to gain 
entrance into the province without a 
heavy loss, The following cases, 
which are culled at random, unmis- 
takably shows how unjustifiable are 
the restrictions imposed on the Hlindu 
(Indian)immigrants. Mr. KapurSingb, 
who holds valuable propertyand sharee 
in the G. N. T. and Mining Company, 
of which he is also one of the direct.

His brother from California weot to 
perform the mortuary ceremonies, but 
‘was refused entrance, though his ob- 
ject was clearly explained to the 
authorities, Mr. Harnam Singh, who 
originally landed and lived ia Victori 
for a long time, went to look after his 
property and also sce his kith and 
kin in Vancouver, but was disallowed 
to do so at first, and only on instruc- 
Sis from Ottana and afer he had 
furnished security, was permitted 
to enter and was deported within a 
day. Another Hamam Singh, a 
relation of Hari Singh, the pastor of 
the Sikt» temple and one wielding 
great influence in the commucity, 
‘was refused entrance, albeit he pro- 
duced to the authorities « letter from 
the British Consul at Portland, 
Stating his éoma fide intention of 
visiting his friends.

Some have been quashed by 
the higher courts, but there have 
been others in which the immigrants 
having no right of appeal have been 
deported. Again, it is only right 
that the prohibited immigrant and 
the shipping company should have 
the right to be informed by the immi- 
gration officer of the section and su- 
section under which any immigrant 
has been excluded. ‘These and similar 
amendments will be favourable viewed. 
by the Minister il he wishes to secure 
the passage af the Bill 
minimum of friction. Failing such 
modifications as we have roughly 
indicated, this Bill will set up in every. 
port of the Union ‘the horridest 
arbitrariness that has ever existed in 
the world,” and South Africa may 
become « byeword of reproach to the 
mercantile matine of all countries.

London, March 1, 
London Honours Lord Minto 


‘The City of London has conferred 
on Lord Minto the highest honour in 
its power to give in offering him its 
Freedom. It is a fitting tribute to a 
Jong and deyoted service to the State, 
but it was Lord Minto’s Indian Vice- 
royalty which was specially honoured. 
Ceremonials at the Guildhall are al- 
‘ways picturesque, and if colour is of 
ten wanting under our northein skies, 
the City of London. does its best to 
atone when it honours a guest. The 
Lord Mayor is resplendent in ample 
robes of velvet richly embroidered in 
gold; his Sheriffs and the Aldermen 
add the warmth of brilliant red, their 
gowns being decorated with’ black 
¥elvet and sable ; there are the Coun- 
cillors in soft, rich blue silk gowns, 
while the Sword-bearer, Mace-beurer, 
and cther dignitaries add to the artis. 
tic effect of the scene. The setting 
of the old Hall helps the picturesque: 
ness, for its grey walls, its stained 
glass windows, and its other notable 
features supply just the atmosphere 
that is required.

Mrs. Sodha’s Case | 
Leave Granted fo Appeal 


Capetown, March 3cth.—The Ap- 
peal Court ‘this morning heard an 
application for leave to appeal against 
the decision of the ‘Transvaal Pro- 
vincial Court in the matter of Ram- 
bhabar Ratanshe Sudtia v. Rex. ‘The 
applicant stated that, her husband 
was allowed to enter the ‘Transvaal 
some time ago, and remain there.

‘The Court granted special leave to 
appeal, the record to be transmitted 
to the Registrar before April i7tb, 
so that the case could be heard at 
Bloemfontein on April 24th; in the 
meantime the sentence to be sus 
pended.

In moving the foregoing resolution, 
Dr. Nair said that the statement of 
the planters in South Arica, that they 
hhad not been given sufficient notice 
‘as to the proposed stoppage of inden- 
tured emigration to Natal, was a false 
fone. He remembered that, in 1895, 
hhe bimself formed one of the Depu- 
{ation which approached Mr, Cham- 
betiain, the then Colonial Secretary, 
fon the question of indentured emi- 
gration. 

“The ill-treatment of coolies had 
been going on there in South Africa 
for a very considerable time but as 
they were all coolies and bad no 
‘meaos to return and represent their 

fievances, everything was in the 

rk, Gradually free men, such as 
barristers, doctors, clerks, went there, 
and it was through them the real 
State of affairs leaked out. He knew 
two reasons for the large number of 
suicides, the first, overwork, harder 
than in’ gaols, and the second, ill- 
treatment of the womenkind. “ Re- 
‘spectable classes of women,” he said, 
“are duped under false pretences 
and are taken to Natal where they are 
Used as prostitutes to the men.” 

“This practice was being done even 
in Burma, He thought that the whole 
trouble was based on the economi 
question, ‘The English people settled 
own in Colonies were quite willing 
indians would go there merely to 
help them, but would not allow chem 
to participate in their profits. Even 
President Kroger wanted to prevent 
Englishmen from settling dow in 
the South African Colonies, 

‘A similar moveme’t was going on 
in England, at present, to prevent the 
destitute alien from’ settling down 
there, and he would not be surprised 
if severe legislation was passed within 
two or three years against them. The 
‘Australians did not want the Chinese, 
the Americans did not want the 
‘Japanese, and, therefore, as the whole 
situation was based on the economic 
question, it was useless to fight against 
it. The only probable solation would 
tbe to stop further emigration to Natal, 
Ceylon, Burma, the Straits Scttle- 
ments, Fiji, etc. He knew well that 
‘capitalist could not start his busi- 
fness for want of labour.

Messrs. Parry were the agents of tl 
steamer Umfuls and for the emi 
tion, and it would the silliest thing 
to expect any information from them 
regarding the sirdars, He reminded 
the audience of their moral duty. to 
their countrymen, enjoined upon them 
‘the need to dog the sirdars wherever 
they went, and prevent them from re- 
eruiting coolies under false inform- 
‘ation. This act would not only tend 
to uphold the honour of their Mother 
Country, but also remove the stain 
on the British nation. 

‘The resolution was put to the vote 
and unanimously carried.

Views of the “Rangoon 
Times 








‘After commenting upon the action 
taken by the Government of India, 
the Rangoon Times, discussing the 
whole system of indentured labour, 
says:— 

‘We earnestly trust that it is but a 
prelude to a strict investigation of 
the whole question of indentured 
Indian labour. There 1s no doubt 
that the whole system is pernicious 
and fundamentally bad, It the 

js to hold together, it will 
only be by fair play all round. 
Majesty's Colonies cannot be allowed 
to exploit one section of his subjects, 
unless they are prepared to make that 
exploitation righteous by the admis 
sion of the imported labourers to full 
equal rights with the resident popu- 
lation. At the present the system of 
indentured labour is little better than 
slavery. Indeed, it is considerably 
worse than the slavery which has 
marked some period of history. | But 
any system of labour, to be worthy of 
being called fair, must be based on a 
fair bargain, ‘That is just what an 











ain. 
Indian indentured labourer does not 
have it in his power to make. The 
chief and primary blame lies on the 
labour recruiter. There is no kind 
of doubt that the Indian labourers are 
sacrificed to his greed and that in 
nine cases out, of ten recruiting is 
effected by deliberate lies and misre- 
presentation. What the recrai 
gent wants is so many able-bodied 
men, aud he is not particular how he 
secures them. He is dealing with 
the illiterate; men who, as a_rule, 
know nothing of the world be 
their own humble village limits. What 
ort of chance have they of testing 
his statements, of knowing whetber the 
expatriation of themselves, to which 
they are so spectously persuaded will 
be for their weal or woe? Grave 
abuses exist, and the only way in which 
these can be checked lies in. protect- 
ing the Indian poor against their own 
credulity, ‘The hardship of the In- 
dian labourer’s lot is that, having 
been gulled by lying tales’ into his 
indenture, the law presumes that be 
isa responsible contracting party, 
and that he must stand by the letter 
of his contract. Such a law may 
ook fair and square enough on paper; 
but the Legislature did not take into 
consideration the circumstances un- 
der which, in the vast majority of 
cases, the contract is obtained. Tt 
presitined that it would bean ordinary 
business transaction between equals, 
‘met who have the same capacities for 
weighing up the pros and cons.

very lew of us competent to do so—to 
advise people who have shown by 
their unique conduct that they can 
give a thousand lessons to us. The 
other day our venerable President 
pointed out, very rightly, to one of 
the mottoes of Sir Wilfred Lawson : 
“Hope all things but donot expect, 
anything.” I was reminded of this 
singularly beautiful motto when I was 
recalling the thought that our country- 
men in the Transvaal were fighting 
against desperate odds. They have 
ot given up their cause in despair. 
I know that there are among the 
deportees, whom it was my privilege 
to serve. in Madras, men. yho. will 
stand to their guns and perish rather 
than budge one inch and yield. But 
Iwill ask you to remember this. We 
talk of the Gila, In South Africa 
they do not know Sanskrit nor can 
they even read an English translation 
of the Bhagavad Gita, and yet they 
have realised the true significance of 
the great teaching of Bhagavan. Sri 
Krishna: Do thy duty, but do not 
‘care about the result.” 

I feel I cannot close my speech 
without giving my humble meed of 
tribute to the heroic men and women 
who are struggling bravely in South 
Africa. I should. not forget to ask 
you to give your tribute to Mr. Gandhi, 
‘who has by his own example, shown 
‘us what a true type of patriot can be. 
T cannot forget my friend Mr. Polak, 
FY twenty-eight years old, himeel! 

jew, belonging to an oppressed 
nationality, who has for the last. four 
years, at least for one year to my 
knowledge, given all his time, trouble 
and talent to promote the cause of 
our countrymen. I cannot forget 
also. the great, noble and_yaliant 
services which Lord Ampthill has 
been rendering usin the House of 
Lords, It is the example of that 
‘great Englishman that often makes 
us not lose heart in the struggle in 
which we are engaged, 

You must have heard that within 
the last few days there have been pro- 
posals of x compromise and cables to 
that effect have been received here. 
Iwill wam you first against putting 
much faith in this cable. You re- 
collect very well that in the course 
of this struggle, the year before the 
last, there was a so-called compromise, 
General Smuts broke faith and Mr. 
Gandhi was deceived. I use very 
strong language but use it advisedly 
and deliberately and [use it wi 
solemn sense of my responsibility. 
A compromise may be arrived at, but 
it will be a compromise after all. 
What is a compromise? When you 
ask foria fall loaf of bread they. give 

















you half aloaf. Tt is simply a cavle 
and we kaow dothitg of the terms. 
Te lay be that we shall never have 





anything, But I think I have some 
idea of this compromise. ‘They will 
not be given all what they want. And 
a great deal of the battle remains to 
be fought and the soldiers have yet 
to come and the sinews of war have 
yet to be supplied by us. May I 
poiat out what I consider a most 
shameful piece of conduct on. our 
part? Last year we gave but one 
lakh of rupees to South Alrica, We 
are three hundred millions, thirty 
crores. They are onlya handful of 
‘our countrymen, only fifteen thousand 
people struggling for the honour of 
India with rare heroism, Is it not 
shameful, a sorry reflection on our 
patriotism that we should have con- 
tributed but one lakh for the whole 
of India? I make bold to appeal to 
you, I talk deliberately and talk in 
the strain in which I do, because I 
know a compromise may’ not be ar 
rived at after all, Even if this com- 
promise be arrived at, you must re- 
member there are thousands. of deso- 
Iatehomes which are to start life afresb,. 
thousands of traders and bawkers who 
‘have again to begin business and any 
little sum sent to them will enable 
them to setup life again. It is all 
very good for us to talk eloquently, 
‘but we must show that we feel for our 
‘countrymen by subscribing liberally, 
T cannot forget the almost wild and 
frantic scene on the occasion of the 
last Congress when Babu Surendra- 
path Banerjee made a poverful 
appeal for funds. The cause is in us 
bbad need of funds as. ever. I appeal 
to you to contribute liberally and 
make our brethren in South Africa 
believe that we are sincere and genu- 
ine in our endeavours to see their 
grievances removed. 

‘There is another aspect of the ques- 
tion on which I wish to dwell before 
resuming my seat. They talk of un- 
rest in India, So. coany, bave talked 
about it and attributed it to. various 
‘causes. In my opinion, Sir, the cause 
of this unrest lies in two things, 
First, there is a feeling prevalent, 
rightly or wrongly, that British rule 
in India—at any rate, British states- 
men and administrators—do not allow 
Indians to grow to the full height of 
their manhood and that, in matters 
in which the interests of the Indians 
and the interests of the Europeans 
are in confliet, the Tndians suffer, 
I should be sorry if that idea should 
get more widely circulated, and yet 
Tfeel that this question of the treat- 
ment of Indians in South Africa 
brings out sharply that aspect of the 
matter, Mr. Syed Hussain. Bilgrami 
late of the India Council—himselt 
said that the consequences of the ill- 
treatment of Indians in South Africa 
would ‘prove more dangerous than 
the unrest.”

The “Unfree Empire” 


Amongst the suggestion made by 
the Imperial Government, (says the 
Nation), the most important haye 
relation to immigration ; and the first, 
relating to British Indians, might well 
raise what is in our judgment the 
‘most serious of all our Imperial pro- 
blems. For all talk about the unity 
and solidarity of our Empire has an 
‘ir of uoreality so long as the units 
of that Empire—the men and women 
who compose its human substance—— 
Ap not enjoy so much community of 
citizenship that they can move freely 
upon the surface of that Empire, 
‘There is not one of the great sel 
governing Dominions which docs not 
refuse admission to its shores to the 
‘vast majority of British subjects. We 
do not, indeed, presume to condemn 
them tor pursuing a policy which 
they hold essential to protect the 
social and economic order of their 
countries. But we cannot refrain 
from pointing out that the pursuance 
of the policy is nothing else than a 
permanent declaration of separation 
and disunion. For there can be no 
real political or social unity unless 
liberty of movement and of persor 

intercourse is secured The una 

mous refusal of the selfgoverning 
Dominions to allow the coloured sub- 
jects of our Empire any free access 
to their shores, or any freedom of lile 
within their shores, introduces a fatal 
rift within the Empire, It shows, in

over 4,000 residents, many of whom, 
though working in the nickel mines, 
are skilled engineers or’ artisans, 
“For months past,” he writes, « the 
leading Japanese’ newspapers have 
strenuously advocated emigration to 
New Caledonia. ”

ing the Colony’s natural development,

‘The complaint was that 
Magistrates had not. exercised the 
discretion properly. Cases had arisen 
in which feeble old women, who were 
entirely unable to pay this tax, had 
been brought up and imprisoned for 
their failure to pay. He pleaded that 
the Act should be administered in a 
fair spirit, He contended that with 
the stopping of the indenture system, 
this tax ought to cease, 

Mr. Ctavton said that the pro- 
portion of Indians who had settled 
in Natal since r900 had been steudily 
decreasing year by year. Those In- 
dians who had come out of their 
indentures had, to the extent of over 
50 per cent., reindentured, and to the 
extent of over 4o per cent, had re- 
tured to India. These people had 
‘had no injustice done to them in the 
sense of having had something sprung 
upon them which they thought did 
not exist. Adequate notice was given 
to them about the imposition of the 
Agilicence. The people concerned 
did not seem to it as an. in- 
justice. Many of those who had 
come from India were people who 
had returned to reindenture them- 
selves. ‘The injustice referred to by 
the hon, member (Mr. Schreiner) 
really did not_exist. Mr, Clayton 
explained that in regard to the tax- 
ation of Indian women, discretion was 
given to the Magistrates to deal with 
eases of genuine poverty, where the 
licence fee had not been paid. 

Mr, Scurstvee said that the in- 
justice of the tax was shown in the 
Iarge number of people who went to 
India at the end of their indentures, 
‘Act 19, 1910, he submitted, had not 
been properly carried out, especially 
in reference to the licence for women,

“Transvaal Leader's” Views 

The Transvaal Leader, under its 
new editorial control, appears to be 
not so well informed on the Indian 
question as heretofore. The paper 
seems to think that the Natal Indians 
are quite wrong in agitating against 
the Immigration Bill, and that they 
do not stand to suffer under it if it 
become law in its present form, 
Mr. Polak accordingly replied in the 
following terms :— 

Your leading article, entitled “In- 
diana in Natal! was evident writen 
under a misapprehension. In any 
negotiations that he has undertaken 
with the Imperial and Union Govern- 
ents, in which the limitation of the 
number of educated Indian immi- 
grants formed 2 part, Mr. Gandhi, to 
‘whom you refer, has spoken only on 
bebalf of the ‘Transvaal, where the 
conditions differ radically from those 
obtaining in other parts of South 
Africa, “Natal Indians cannot be 
expected to permit themselves to be 
deprived of rights that they already 
possess. So far as Natal is concerned, 
the status of the Indian residents will 
actually be worse than it has hitherto 
deen, and the Minister now proposes 
to incorporate in the Union Bill a 
race bar which will take the place of 
the equal legislation that has hitherto 
existed in this province. ‘This Natal 
Indians will not for a moment tolerate, 
and I venture to submit, Sir, that it

The 
Immigration Bill at present belore 
Parliament only partially proposes to 
do this, Itis true that it will repeal 
the ‘Transvaal Tmimigration and 
Registration Laws of ro07, but it 
virtually reenacts the Free State Law, 
which is undeniably specifically in: 
sulting to Indians, irrespective of 
their status or calling. It is this 
chiefly that is exercising the minds 
of the Indian dissidents at the present 
time. But the Bill proposes to do 
much more. Tt threatens the Indians 
lawtully domiciled in both the Natal 

Provinces with most 
ties, which if not so 
sentimental as the cause for which 
their Transvaal brethren have been 
fighting, ars certainly extremely sub- 
stantial. Most of these you have, 
in your usual able manner, accurately 
summed up in the concluding para- 
graph of your article, If the objec: 
tions raised, and above indicated, 
‘are met by amendments to the Bill— 
which it should not be difficult for 
General Smuts to introduce and cerry 
with the weight of the great _majorit 
that is behind him, the “ agitation 
to which ycu take exception will auto- 
‘matically come toanend. 1 do beg 
of you, however, to refrain from in- 
auendoes which, in view of your jour- 
alistic influence and also the rela- 
tively superficial knowledge of the 
technicalities of this subject of the 
‘average reader, are calculated serious- 
ly to prejucice the cause of a people 
who, you have admitted again and 
again, are fighting a brave uphill battle 
with couraye, restraint and modera- 
tion. -Forinstance, you remark “ free 
entry of British Indians there cannot 
be, and the agitators at the coast 
would be wise to recognise this fact.” 
You yourself, Sir, have so often re- 
cognisedl that the Indian community 
have not asked, and donot ask, for 
free entry, that itis a little disappoint 
ing, at this stage, to find you raising 
this old-time bogey, which, as you 
know, is calculated to inflame the 
Tears and jealousies of European

What Sir M. M. Bhownaggree 
Thinks

the following views to Reuters repee- 
sentative — 

“From what I haye seen of the 
Bill T consider that the objectionable 
clauses making race distinction as 
against British Indians are removed 
and in that sense the intended 
lation seems unobjectionable and fair. 
With regard to the condition about 
the educational test that an immigrant 
shall be able to write fifty words ‘in 
any language selected by an officer,’ 
T suppose that this means English, 
Dutch, or the vernacular language of 
the examinee, Tt would, of course, 
be unfair to select any other language 
at the caprice of the officer, and I 
cannot imagine that such a course 
would be contemplated, and I should 
like to bave this point made clear in 
the Bill. With regard to other res- 
trictive conditions I consider them 
fair, and if in their operation no. un- 
fair distinction is made in respect of 
British Indians I should think that 
the unfortunate differences which have 
given ise to so much irtation in 
india and in South Africa will be 
removed. I consider this piece of 
legislation a distinct effort to approach 
asolution of this problem ina fair 
and statesmanlike spirit. The chiet 
grievance was that a’ distinction, 
galling and bumiliating to loyal Bri- 
tish subjects from India existed, and 
Lam especially gratified that a solu- 
tion bas been arrived at before the 
Coronation and the Royal visit to 
India.” 

















Dog-in-the-Manger Policy

that lascars shall be paid the same 
tates of wages asthe whites.” ‘The 
‘idea is of course, to squeeze out the 
ascar, not to benefit him ; and this 
esired legislation is as selfish as that 
asked for by Mr. Havelock Wilson 
and his friends some ago to 
provide that the lascar should have 
the same sleeping accommodation as 
the English sailor. But objectionable 
as the New Zealand proposal is, on 
its merits, it raises. the suggestion of 
the possibility ot meeting the objec- 
tions rightly entertained in India 
inst legislation avowedly. and ex- 
Pressly simed against the Asiatic as 
such by restricting emigration on the 
basis of an economic test. ‘The idea 
is well worth working out.

out any of these troubles? He was 
personally satisfied that these men 
hhad gone to South Africa under false 
and misrepresentations and 
in some cases they had not even been 
told where they were going. They 
had been told that they were going, 
to be provided with labour some- 
where near Madms. It was in that 
way that the majority of these people 
Were recruited, Let them not imagine 
that there was no more danger to 
face, once indentured emigration was 
stopped. They had still free labour 
emigration to Ceylon and other paris. 
‘There were the lying maistries and 
the ignorant coolies still to deal with. 
And what was there to prevent the 
coolie being taken out of India? It 
was their business to inform the Ia- 
bouring classes as to what they should 
do in the matter, Ta that connection 
it would be an excellent thing il the 
Goverment would start bureaus of 
labour information in all the more 
important centres in the country. La- 
bourers come trom certain known 
localities. He would make practically. 
every Talug and Sub-Mopistate’s 
a bureau of information, where 
# labourer in search of employment 
could go and obtain information as 
to where he could get it. There 
should even be a fund to pay labour. 
er t0 goto places where they could 
get work. To do all this work volun- 
teers would have to be enlisted and 
4 sort of vigilance Committee should 
‘be appointed in all important centres, 
to see thit innocent people were not 
practically kidnapped away. ‘These 
volunteers could correct the miare:

‘The 
coolies were taken from India and 
distributed as cattle in South Atrica 
amongst various employers. ‘They 
were employed there in pursuits and 
avocations contrary to the contract 
which they bad signed in India, and 
were located in huts which were des- 
¢tibed to be worse than_ pigsties 
The indentured system led to a great 
deal of immorality, ‘To be fair to the 
authorities here, while coolies were 
being recruited ‘every possible care 
‘was taken to protect them here, but 
‘once the coolies left the shores of 
‘Madras they were at the mercy of the 
gold hunters of Natal. Not only were 
men ill-treated but the women Wete 
dishonoured. In times of illness they. 
were not looked after. They were not 
given their proper rations. ‘The whole: 
story was one of terrible wrong to the 
unfortunate coolies. For evary state- 
ment he made be had official authority 
on record. He protested against emi 
gration, because it’ was inhuman, 
There was absolutely no redeeming 
feature about it, It was their duty 
to do everything in their power to 
prevent the continuance of the system, 
It was not only Indian coolies in 
Natal who were being ill-treated. 
Respectable Indians were subjected 
to wrongs which made one’s blood 
almost boil. This treatment was 
meted out because they were Indians 
fad Sites. Allthis bal Been gong 
on for many years. There was, there- 
fore, a great burden and responsibility. 
ast on Indians in that country to do 
all that in them lay to. put an end to, 
this scandalous state of affair 

‘The steamer Umfulr bringing the

| Mr. Charles D. Qon, writing in 
‘recent issue of the Safe on ‘The 
Asiatic Question in Natal” says— 

The plea of selfpreservation was 
first put forward in justification of the 

woduction of Indians fity years ago. 
Tehas again been advanced within 
| the past year as a reason for continue 

ing to import them. — But to advance 
such an argument in palliation of 
| acts or contemplated acts of injustice 
| towards Indians themselves whose 
presence is undesired is surely a per- 
Version of logic as well as of morality, 
| Lknow of no civilised country in the 
world where immigrants who have 
been allowed, and even encouraged, 
o settle have been penalised and 
threatened with ruin or expulsion 
merely becaused their commercial 
success is inconvenient to their ocigh- 
bours. I hold no briet for the Todi- 
aan trader; but the Indian trader, like: 
the Indian artisan or clerk, is one: of 
the consequences of the policy of im- 
porting indentured Indian labourers. 
Itis characteristic of the Natal point 
| of view that while little exception was 
| taken to the measures directed against 
| the trading community, the most deter- 
mined opposition was ‘offered to the 
proposal to restrict and eventually: to 
prohibit the introduction of indentur- 
ed Indian labour. 

‘The feeling among those who take 
this view has always been that while 
Natal wants as many indentured Indi- 
‘ans as can be recruited—the more the 
merrier—it does not want Indian set- 
tlers orcitizens, tants Asiatics lor 
its own benefit and convenience, not 
for thgrs. Conseauentiy al ret 
tions have stopped short of probibi-- 
tion of indentared Indian Jabour, and 
hhave aimed at making the fot of the 
free Indian anything but a happy one. 

Inhis report for 1909, the Protector 
of Indian Immigrants comments on 
the “splendid. physique and general 
bearing” of men who had. completed 
fone or more indentures, and hazards 
theopinion that the “physical improve- 
ment no doubt carries with it a cer- 
tain elevation of moral feeling, of men 
who came from India to reside. in 
| Natal, a sort of halcyon place to him,”

the warmth of feeling with which. the

‘The Natal Mercury published the

A report has been current in town 
during the past day or co to the effect 
that:the dread disease cerebro-spinal 
meningitis hid broken out amongst a 
recently arrived contingent of Ix 
and that they were being kept in 
quarantine as a result. ‘The story has 
4 substratum of truth, but all danger 
hhas passed away, as was evident by 
the departure of the coolies yesterda 
for their various destinations. Tt 
would appear, however, that whilst 
the vessel was at Colombo one man 
was taken ill with this disease, and 
died soon afterwards, and a few’ days 
later a second case 'was discovered, 
‘This man was promptly isolated, and 
rapidly recovered from the attack, and 
by the time he arrived here was 
convalescent, As cases had occurred 
aboard, it was decided to keep the 
Indians in. quarantine for ten days, 
and the tem) of the whole 
500 men and Women included in the 
Contingent were taken daily, so that 
any. case should be promptly. diag. 
hosed. No further cases, however, 
supervened, and the Indians are now 
Proceeding to the estates and farmsto 
which they have been indentured, 
Amongst the Indians included in this 
shipment area considerable propor: 
tion who have previously been. in 
Natal, and a umber, in fact, who 
had only just finished their indentures 
and who, after having a brief holiday 
in India, have returned once miore to 














A very large number of Indians are 
departing by the boat which leaves in 
the course ofa week or two,..which 
is somewhat remarkable, inasmuch 
as the previous boats have returned 
hattempty, boat is, however, 
the last ona which will enable an 
Indian to visit home and then leave 
again belore July t—the date on 
which immigration to Natal ceases— 
and it is thought, that-a. numberof 
Indians are going by this boat so that 
they may see India again, and not be 








barred from tetuening to Natal 
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white men, instead of being parasites 
‘on the white man’s labour. Some of 
them afterwards crossed the border 
into the Transvaal, and they. purchas- 
ed their right of entry and domicile 
from the Republic. ‘Then their right 
of citizenship of the Empire was ac- 
knowledged and turned to good ac- 
count by the Uitlanders, who used 
them, ‘There is also Queen Victoria's 
famous Proclamation to the people of 
India, of 1858, of which the writer of 
Your article appears to be ignorant. 
You are under a misapprehension in 
supposing that there is now any desire 
on the part of the Indians in South 
Africa or India that immigration 
should be continued. ‘The contrary 
isthe ease, and if it can be stopped 
without showing the colour bar which 
the present law shows, the Asiatic 
rouble in this country would be put 
aan end to by one stroke of the pen.”

On the 3rd inst., 
at the Umlazi Court, he pleaded guilty 
toa charge of assault upon an indent- 
ured Indian woman, named Sajna, and 
was fined £5. The fine, which is 
Tanger than usual, leads us to suppose 
that the nature of the assault was seri- 
ous. But, we ask, how long is this 
brutal ruffian to be allowed to traffic 
in human flesh and blood? We con- 
stantly find in the police records the 
name of himself or of some member 
of his family convicted of assault upon 
some poor, helpless Indian erf in his 
possession, as often as not a woman, 
We do not suppose that contracts of 
indenture will be cancelled, for, appar- 
ently, the man Robinson's influence 
appears to be such as effectively to pre~ 
ent intervention on behalf of the In- 
dians who aro so unfortunate as to be 
allotted to him. So long as these things

dlisted slavery to pretend fo right.

HUMBLY sHEWerH THAT: 

(1) Ata meeting of the Committee 
‘of the Natal Indian Congress, held 
in Durban on the 21st instant, your 
Petitioners were authorised to petition 
your Excellency-in-Council with re- 
spect to Draft Ordinance No. 4, r911, 
“to amend the laws relating to local 
Townships,” as read a third time and 
passed by the Natal Provincial Coun- 
cil. 

(2) YourPetitionershadnotrealised, 
at the time that the said Draft Ordi- 
‘ance was before the Provincial Coun- 
cil, that one ofits provisions was such 
as might affect the interests and 
privileges of the Natal Indian com- 
munity, and accordingly. take this 
opportunity of making respectful re- 
presentations on the subject to. your 
Excellency-in-Couneil. 

(3), Section 1 of the said Draft 
Ordinance reads as follows 

“Section 4 of Law No.1, 1881, 
ts hereby repealed, and the follow’ 





























ing is enacted in lien thereof} 
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4. No person shall. be entitled 
to vote at such a meeting unless he 
is upon the Voters’ Roll tor the 
Provincial Council Electoral Dis- 
i in which the town or 
s situated and is a pro- 
prictor or occupier of land within 
the town or village,” 

(4) Section 4 of Law No. 11, 1881, 
which is repealed by the said Section 
1 of the said Draft Ordinance, reads 
as follows :— 

“No person shall be entitled to 
yote at such a meeting unless he 
is upon the Electors’ Roll for the 
‘country, framed under the Charter 
‘of Nalal, nor unless he possesses 
in the town or village a qualification 
entitling bim to be upon such 
Electors? Roll.” 

(3) ‘The meeting referred to in 
Paragraphs (3) and (4) hereof is a 
meeting convened, in terms of Section 
2 of Law No. 11, 1881, for the pur- 
pose of deciding upon the ad 
ability of bringing any village or 
township within the provisions of the 
said Law. 

(6) Whereas the qualification for 
enrolment upon an Electors’ Roll 
framed under the Charter of Natal, 
1856, is of a general nature, applying 
to Indians and Europeans alike, irres- 
pective of race or colour, the quali 
cation for enrolment upon a Voters 
Roll for the Provincial Council, in 
terms of Section 71 of the South 
Africa Act, is the same as that for the 
House of Assembly of the Union of 
South Africa, and Section 36 of the 
said Act of Union provides for the 
retention of the qualification for 
enrolment upon a Voters’ Roll in the 
terms of the Natal Franchise Law of 
1896, whose effect is to disfranchise 
the Indian Colonists of Natal, save 
those whose names were lawully 
enrolled upon a Voters’ Roll prior to 
the enforcement of the said Act of 
1896. 

(7) Your Petitioners theretore res- 
pectlully submit their protest against 
the said Draft Ordinance, in that, 
as regards Section v thereof, your 
Petitioners are advised that: 

(a) It contravenes Section 147 
of the South Aftiea Act, inasmuch 
‘iit is calculated seriously to affect 
the special interests of Indians 
resident in this Province, by sub-

Infection in Madras 





At a recent meeting of the Madras 
Corporation, the following resolution, 
says the Hindu, was moved by Dr 
Nair, seconded by Mr. G. A. Natesan, 
and accepted by the Corporation -— 

“While approving the action of 
the President in. employing the ad- 
ditional staff at Egmore and Kistnar 
pet Hospitals on account of small-pox 
cases among theemigraots from Natal, 
the Corporation requests the “resident 
to bring to the notice of the Madras 
Government the defect in the existing 
law whereby the Corporation Sanitary 
authorities are left without any yoice 
in the Sanitary control of the Port, 
and to request the Government. to 
creat a Port Sanitary authority similar 
to those existing in England, in which 
the Madras Corporation’ will be 
adequately represented.” 

In moving this resolution Dr. Nair 
pointed out that when the Natal emi- 
grants from the Um/ul arrived at our 
port, measles had broken out among 
them and 40 of the emigrants attacked 
with small-pox and 70 contacts were 
sent by the Port Assistant Health 
Officer to the Kistoampet Hospital 
and this was done without consulting 
the Health Officer or the President, 

as to the necessary accommodation. 
In carrying the infected persons 
‘through our crowded city, there is the 
danger of the infection spreading 
And, also, it is certainly a question 
for consideration, boy far the Corpora- 
tion is bound to provide trextment 
for cases of this kind imported from 
‘outside the Corporation limit 

This was not the first time that

Whatever action 
the Government may take in the 
matter alter the publication of the 
notification, it seems necessary that 
non-official bodies should supplement 
the efforts of the Government by ap- 
pointing preachers to itinerate in re- 
cruiting areas.

It appears that vessels with Indian 
passengers are boarded on arrival at 
the whar! by a clerk {rom the Capi 
tania do Porto, who makes exhaustive 
enquiries into the antecedents of pas- 
sengers before allowing them to di 
embark, An hour or more is occupied 
by this gentleman in preliminaries of 
a semi-offcial nature. He then cate- 
chises each passenger at length on his 
family history, relieves him of £7 (to 
cover cost of return ticket if deport 
ced), and, if he is satisfied with his his- 
tory and prospects, graciously presents 
him with « pass to land. This is not 
all, for if the unfortunate arrival im 
‘agines that there and then he may 
rush into the arms of his friends on 
the wharf he is speedily disillusioned. 
His loggage in the hold muse first be 
disinfected, and then he obtains a hos 
pital pass authorising him to visit the 
hospital doctor for ten days—a pre- 
caution against plague infection. For 
these luxuries he pays ten shillings. 
Finally, after several hours delay, he 
finds that there is no further impei 
ment to his landing. Meanwhile 
Europeans, whos: business is mainly 
with Asiatics, overrun the boat. Indi-

achat with their relations or friends 
from the Homeland, are not allowed 
to goon board until! these formalities 
have been completed.

‘movement from within, and British 
friends are standing by them ready to 
help when required. The new 
association, which is only just coming 
into existence, was fortunate enough 
to secure Dr. Kin for a friendly talk, 
and the story of her work, as also her 
ideals and methods, proved not only 
interesting but inspiring. ‘The idea 
is to study methods of education and 
development in order to gain useful 
knowledge which can be adapted to 
Indian conditions. London is the 
focus of India, and the members. of 
the new association, on their retum, 
will be scattered north, south, ‘east, 
and west in the country; they will 
gain strength by co-operation and the 
Knowledge that all are working to the 
‘same end in various ways. Such an 
influx of young enthusiasts who have 
given serious study to the subject, 
should strengthen the hands of Indian 
reformers. It is felt that, Indian 
women chemselves must mark out 
their lines of advance, but until Indian 
womanhood can speak, the young 
manhood will be rendering service 
by sympathetic co-operation.

That all engagements. to labour 
made with natives and Indians should 
be in the form of contracts, made be- 
fore a magistrate, a J.P., a com- 
missioner of oaths, a commissioned 
officer of police, or some other perion 
appointed thereto by the Goverament: 
- That any native, being unable to 
pay any claim for money, &c., shall, 
‘0n judgment being given. against him, 
be apprenticed by the magistrate to 
any person the magistrate may at his 
discretion allot him. ‘The rate of 
‘wages to be fixed by the magistrate, 
‘and the leogth of such apprenticeship 
to be equal to the amount of the 
debt, with costs. Any native may 
apprentice his child or ward, being 
lundgr 18 years of age, for any term 
hot exceeding three years, 

Thiat a native labour association 
or bureau be formed for Natal, and 
it is suggested that the working of

presentation regarding the grievances 
of, the Indian Colonists residing in 
this Province.

2. Your Memorialists have read 
with satisfaction the correspondence 
jssued secently in the Transvaal, 
announcing, the temporary arrange

that has been carried on during the

$. In conclusion, your Memotial- 
ists respectfully pray that His. Majes- 
ty’s Government will give that con- 
sideration to the matters hereinbetore 
referred to that they deserve, and that 
the status of British Indians under 
the Union will be placed on a just, 
equitable and satisfactory. footing, 
consistently with the declarations 
made from time to time by His 
Majesty's Ministers regarding equality, 
of treatment irrespective of race, 
ccolbtir or creed.

Our correspondent in Trinidad 

(says Zadia) has sent usa number 
Of copies of the local island news- 
paper, the Mrror, which contains a 
report of the final stages in the Bien 
Venue’ shooting case; in which an 
overseer of the name of Arthur San- 
derson was charged with the murder 
of Gokool, an Indian Jabourer, on the 
estate of which he was. in charge. 
After considerable litigation a writ of 
‘mandamus was obtained from. the 
Judges of the Supreme Court tor the 
hearing of the case; and the trial was 
held belote Mr, H.W. Pritchard, the 
‘Magistrate of Savarina Grande, who 
sat by special order of the Governor. 
‘Alter lengthy proceedings which 
occupied five full days, the Magistrate 
‘on December 9, discharged the accus- 
‘ed. In the course of his judgment 
he observed that the homicide was 
admitted by the accused, but that it 
was alleged by him to have been 
justifiable, ‘The onus was on the 
accused to prove his contention, and 
the Court held that he has done so.

Government Refunds Fines 


Tn our issue of the 28h of January 
last, we published details of & prose 
ution of indentured Indians at Veru-

Wheelwright, under section 35 ot Act 
25 of 1891, for being absent from roll- 
call and relusing to perform the work 
set them when lawiully called upon to 
do so.

Itappears 
that the men made serious allegations 
of improper treatment against the 
latter, and in sympatby with the first 
ten, twenty-six others left their work 
in.a body, in order to complain.

They were sentenced 
to pay a fine each of thirty shillings, 
or to go to gaol for a month with hard 
Tehour, The fines amounted to about 
three months’ wages, and by way of 
protest against the sentence and the 

justice with which they alleged they 
had met, they elected to. go to gaol, 
though it is understood that some of 
them, amxious not to leave their wives 
and families unprotected, have since 
aid their fines and been released.

“William Hosken Esq. 

Dear Sir,—We, the undersigned, 
‘on behalf of the British Indian Re- 
ception Committee, hereby wish to 
place on record out gratitude to you 
and the members of the Committee 
over whose deliberations you have 
presided during the past three years 
that the Committee has been in exist- 
ence. 

We are aware.that it is due to the 
efforts of your Committee that the 
provisional settlement of the Asiatic 
question that has so agitated the 
country for the past four years has 
been hastened. Though the question 
that gave rise to passive resistance is 
not yet finally settled, it is a matter 
{or satisfaction that we have a declara- 
tion from the chief opponent of the 
demands of the Asiatic communities 
that they should be satisfied.

‘The charge against the 
Indian of sending his money out of 
the country and of desiring to retum 
to his native land lies ill in the mouths 
of those who have deprived him of the 
‘opportunity of investing his earnings 
in the country and of educating his 
children—as witness the disability to 
own land in the Transvaal and uni- 
versal restriction as to education. 
But what of ‘‘self-préservation "? 
‘Phat selepreservation is the first law 
a ei oe ert 
is its meaning? Is it synonymous 
Swale selGahoess? Chtianity, and 
‘history answer “no.” For we know 
what the Christian teaching is, and 
history is replete with examples show- 
ing how the peoples of Europe have 
done homage to the martyr, the hu: 
manitarian, the patriot and the hero. 
‘The way of self-preservation, cither 
for nations or individuals, lies along 
the path’ of service of mankind, re 
gardless of caste, colour, or creed. 
Tt may, however, be urged» that the 
sentiment just expressed reads allright 
‘on paper bat js totally unworkable for 
the practical colonists who have made, 
as they say, South Africa such an 
asset of the Empire.

Indeed, theirs: must 
hhave been at times a Jot as hard as, 
if not harder, than that of our im 
prisoned. countrymen. And yet they 
never swerved during the four years 
that the struggle lasted. We echo 
the sentiments expressed by Mr. 
Doke, that the European Committee 
and the passive resisters were te 
Imperialisis, who fought in the teeth 
‘of tremendous opposition to. uphold 
Imperial ideals. Let us hope that 
the happy link established between 
Europeans and Indians in South 
Alrica will continue to bind the two 
‘communities and result in an increase 
of mutual respect and forbearance. 
Then will South Atrica have set an 
example wortby tobe followed in 
the other parts of the Empire.

Government carrying out the laws,

‘THE ANTI-ASIATIC AGITATION 


“Away back in r903, it may be re- 
talled, Lord Milner felt’ himasel! con- 
strained to rebuke the anti-Asiatic 
agitators of what is now the Transvaal 
Province. The occasion was. a cun- 
ningly engineered alarm that Indians 
were swarming into the colony, with 
the connivance of those of their 
countrymen who were actually domi- 
ciled there. Of that charge Captain 
Hanilton-Fowle, the officer then in 
command of the Asiatic department, 
soon made short work. He disproved 
it completely, the British Indian co 

munity co-operating to establish their 
bona fides by accepting Lord Miluer’s 
invitation to ily take “out 
cettficates of registration. ‘The leaders, 
of the Indian community protested at 











to prevent an influx of Asiatics not 
lawiully entitled to. go there ; that 
British Indian fellow-subjects, lawfully 
domiciled in the colony, ought t be 
and should be treated fairly according 
to the established canons of British 
justice. Later however, when the 
occasion no longer called for. con- 
‘cealment, the real purpose of the 
agitation was fearlessly and shame- 
lessly avowed. ‘The anti-Asiatic 
Teaguers did not hesitate to publish 
their view that no peace would be 











to our very last gasp. We realise, too, 
that we are dependent almost. wholly 
‘upon our own powers of resistance, 
‘our faith in” our cause, our conviction 
that God is the Protector of the weak 
and the Supporter of those who fight 
to establish and maintain justice. 
We appreciate the difficult position 
of the Imperial Goveroment and are 
‘not untouched by the well-intentioned 
efforts they have made in our behall. 
But in spite of these, in spite of the 
invaluable suppor of our rend and 
brothers in England and India, our 
chief rampart must consist in our 
selfreliance—we must supply the 
staying power. _

‘was something over 109,000 coloured 
people, many of them possessing 50 
per cent, of white blood, and hardly 
distinguishable from white workers. 
Tt was impossible to deal with this 
class in the same way as the raw 
native, and it was an undeniable fact 
that they were an asset. They are 
permanent in residence, sober, and of 
good conduct, generally speaking, 
and lived under the same conditions 
as the white worker. Tn most cases 
they were paid higher wages (or the 
‘same class of work than was paid to 
European workers oversea. It was 
impossible to differentiate against 
‘such people economically, and it was 
equally impossible to attempt to force 
them upon the land, where they would 
be as useless as untrained white lab- 
‘our.

An Important Decision 





Tn the Transvaal Divisi 
Supreme Court of South Afric 
fore the Judge-President, Mr. 
Wessels, and Mr. Justice Bristowe,

Ap interesting aspect of the I 
ition has come into notice recently 
ays the Nota!

“Tn reply I am to state that Gene- 
ral Botha is very sorry, but that he 
finds it impossible to take any further 
appointments whatever before his 
departure to South Africa, He has 
received. very definite instructions, 
from his medical advisers that if he 
wishes to enjoy any lasting beneficial 
results from his cure at Kissingen it 
will be necessary for him to take an 
absolute rest for some time and he 
hhas accordingly made arrangements to 
spend all the rest of his available time 
belore his departure at some quiet 
spot in the country. 

“ General Botha wishes me to add 
that no one can be more anxious than 
he that the British Indian question in 
South Africa should be finally settled 
to the satistaction of all parties and 
he is very hopeful that this will soon 
be attained.”

the lady to gain way. ‘The accused 
thereupon swung round, used abusive 

pguage and threatened to assault 
hhim. He then went to the Police and 
the accused disappeared. He im- 
mediately made a report to the Police 
and also informed the C.LD., and 
offered a reward of £1 for the indenti- 
fication of the accused. A few days 
later he met the accused in Pine 
Street. He blew his whistle and got 
the Constable to take charge of the 
accused. Both went to the Charge 
Office, where the accused's address 
was taken and he was asked to go. 

The accused accepted what the 
complainant said, but stated that the 
complainant knocked him with his 
stick, he thereupon questioned him 
what he meant by taking up that 
attitude. ‘The complainant and the 
accused were caretully examined both 
by the Prosecution and the Defence. 
‘The Magistrate, in summing up, said 
that the complainant had no right to 























interfere with the accused in the 
manner he did, and the offence rested

That was scarcely 
torbe expected, nor, perhaps, at this 
Stage, would it have been quite 
desirable, Helpful criticism is of the 
fssence of such a movement as that 
(l which the Congress is.a manifesta- 
tion. But this is a very different 
thing from the malevolent criticism 
and cowardly mistepresentations that 
appeared in so large a proportion of 
S the Press. The critics but too fre- 
quently did not deem it their duty to 
investigate the facts before comment- 

ing upon or distorting them, and it 
is a matter of deep regret, though 
certainly no great surprise, that so 
large a proportion of the British Press 
hhas proved itselt to be either futile, 
reactionary, or frankly conscienceless. 
Some responsible journals thought 
that the public interests could best 
be served by allecting to ignore the 
Congress, a policy which has now, 
however, been generally followed, and 
which is therefore singularly ineffec- 
tive, other journals, those especially 
of the “imperial” type have jeered 
at the ‘“‘soppy sentimentalists” who 
‘are supposed to have controlled the 
© work of the Congress. , But amongst

But what is of almost more 
interest, from the South African point 
of view, she selected as her first point 
of grievance, felt by all India alike, 
the ill-treatment of Indian immigrants 
into the self governing Dominions of 
the British Empire. Naturally, the 
emphasis that Mrs, Besant was obliged 
to use in order to. convey her tall 
meaning in the limited time at her 
disposal aroused, in some quarters, 
strong hostility. Miss Nina Boyle, 
for example, in an embittered speech, 
strongly objected to the manner in 
which South Africa was being con- 
stantly held up to public opprobrium ; 
but she did not indicate in what 
direction the criticism had been mi 
applied.

The 
world has not yet heard the last of 
Dr. Da Bois. That must be the 
strong impression of all who heard 
his wonderful summary of the Negro 
position. Indeed, his was not merely 
a statement of the Negro position, 
but of all the disiohented, regardless 
of race, class, and sex. He pointed 
out that the only alternative to the 
giving of absolute equality of op- 
portunity, whether to the Negro race,

The £3 Tax 


In spite of the Notice to the effect 
that those Indians who have entered 
into fresh contracts of indenture are 
not liable to pay arrears of the £3 
tax, provided they return to India, 
such notices being posted outside the 
offices of the Umlazi and Durban 
Magistrates, in English, Hindi and 
Tamil, a summons was served to one 
Devaragulu, an Indian who was under 
civil contract with Mr. R. Moodley 
‘of Durban, for an amount of £18 
125, being arrears due for the annual 
licence of 43. The case was heard 
beiore the Borough Magistrate, Mr. 
B, Hodson. Sgt. Holloway appeated 
on bebalf of the Government and Mr. 
Mitchell attended for the defence. 
When the Attorney of the defendent 
drew the attention of the Magistrate 
to the above-mentioned Notice, he 
seemed to be quite ignorant of it. 
Mr. Mitchell then quoted from the 
Act No. 19 of 1910 which says that 
the payment of arrears of licence 
money due under Act No. 17 of 1895, 
by any:Indian shall be suspended 
during: the period of reindenture or 
contract of service for a term of not 
less than two years and in the event 
of his return to India at the expiration 
of such contract or indenture payment 
of arrears shall be waived. 

‘Phe Magistrate, in giving judgment 
fon the 28th ultimo, suspended the 
order for payment and it is adjourned 
sine die, * 

We understand that about ar 
summonses of this nature have been 
served to Indians who. have re-in- 
dentured themselves under civil con- 
tracts to farmers or other persons. 
‘The cases are pending at the Umlazi 
Court.

‘Smuts told a deputation in Durban 
that a satisfactory scheme had been 
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evolved—nothing is known as to the 
intentions of the Government, and

The Indians 
whose indentures have expired are 
gradually going back to their native 
and, with none coming forward to 
replace them; the native manhood 
ig being enticed away to the Rand by 
the unfair tactics of touts, wha have 
the assistance of the Touts’ Act; 
whilst it is absolutely impossible to 
utilise the seryices of white labour, 
owing, firstly, to the scarcity of that 
labour, and, Secondly, because whites 
could not work in the Zaluland low 
districts in the hot weather, and third: 
1y, because the planters conld. not 
afford to pay white men’s wages owing 
to the low prices of bounty-protected 
dumped sugar fiom Australia, With 
jexorable facts staring him in 
2, it is not to be wondered at 
that the planter takes a very gloom 
view of the future. 

‘The article concludes wit 
statement that “the planter is. help- 
less, and is. com to stand by 
and watch the gradual draining of the 
natural labour of the country by touts 
working in the interests of the Rand 
mines.”

HE Pretoria correspondent of | 


the Transoaa? Leader sends 
the following lengthy contri- | 
bution, dealing with the Asiatic and 

Coloured questions in the Transvaal, 
to his paper:— 

‘The following extracts from laws of 
this country dealing with coloured 
persons and Asiatics have been issu- 
ed, togethes with notes of cases heard 
in the courts, by the Deputy Mayor | 
and Chaitmas of the General Pu 
poses Committee (Councillor J. H.L. 
Findlay), to the ‘Lown Council of Pre- 
toria asa typed document, and form 
& valuable collection in view of the 
Fecent action of public bodies all over 
South Africa on the Asiatic question. 
Allist of the laws passed since the 
war (which deal specially with the 
registration of Asiatics and the res- 
triction of immigration) is algo given. 

Councillor Findlay, in a covering 
note to the extracts, says :— 

‘The matter is one embodied in the 
principle laid dowp by the Volksrand 
in 2858 in the following words — 

* The people will not permit equality 
of coloured persons with white, neither 
in Church nor State. 

The Volksraad Besluit of 1858 
stands repealed, but the principle: it 
embodied is generally accepted in the 
Transvaal, and is still the will of its 
people. But the yery circumstance 
that we admit of no equality, and that 
we place coloured persons in a position 
of dependence on us, should lead us 
to be most careful that we accord 
them fair and just treatment. Cape 
coloureds are, I submit, entitled to 
different treatment to what we accord 
Kafirs. They should have a separate 
Igcatidn, retnoved from natives and 

iatics, and established under “satis. | 
factory conditions, where they can 
gf0W Up a separate and self-respecting 

Section of the community. Natives

| ward to take their places,” The reason 
the Indians return to India is that 
they have to pay £3 a year to the 
Government for the privilege of re- 
maining as free men in this free 
British country. Consider what it 
means! A man with a wife and, say, 
‘two daughters over the age ol thirteen. 
years (we won't count the sons over 
‘sixteen, because they can maintain 
- themselves) has to pay the huge sum. 
‘of £13 per annum in taxes—that is, 
43 licence and £1 poll tax for 
Himself, and £3 licence each for his 
wife and daughters. It is possible 
that he would not earn more than 
£13 in the whole year, Is it at all 
femarkable that they return to India? 
‘And yet your representative never 
breathes a word of this in his review 
of the sugar industry, but merely goes 
‘on to say that “the planter is help- 
less, and is compelled to stand by 
and watch the gradual draining of the 
atural labour (native) of the country 
by touts working in the interests of 
the Rand mines.” Perhaps your 
| “representative is not to be blamed for 
not mentioning the £3 tax, because 
he is simply reflecting the views of 
the planters amongst whom he has 
been travelling.

than a month or two at a time. 

Mr, Karl Gundelfinger, in the 
course of his speech, referred to the 
report issued by the Transvaal Labour 
Commission of 1903, which Com- 
mission was to inquire how far it was 
possible to obtain an adequate supply 
of labour from South and Central 
‘Africa for the Transvaal industries ? 
‘This Commission came to the con- 
clusion that the demand for labour 
was in excess of the supply, and that 
it was of opinion that no adequate 
supply existed of South and Central 
Africa. The South African Native 
‘Affairs Commission that sat in 1903 
and 1905 agreed with the findings of 
the Transvaal Commission, The South 
Alrican Native Affairs Commission, 
in their report, gave full details a to 
the probable available supply, and 
the following were the deductions — 
‘The whole of British South Africa 
contained about 5,009,000 natives— 
men, women, and children all in- 
cluded. For labour purposes only 
men from the age of 15 to 4o came 
into consideration, and they estimated 
that these constituted about one-fifth 
of the total population, which meant 
there should be about 1,000,000 men 
for labour purposes. ‘They, however, 
pointed out that a large number of 
these men were employed in working 
‘their own lands. Then, again, there 
‘were others that might be ill or other- 
wise disabled, and a number holi- 
daying. The Commission estimated 
that very nearly balt of the total 
possible available sujsly was working, 
working out the figures at 474,473, 
‘a figure which they came to the ‘con- 
clusion, was far short of the total 
requirements of South Africa. These 
were the conditions that affected the 
whole of the Union It was wise, 
however, to examine how Natal by 

Mf was placed: Mr. Gundelfinger 
pointed out that the native population 
of Natal and Zululand totalled, in 
round figures, 1,000,000, and taking 
as basis the calculation’ adopted by 
the South African Native Affairs 
Commission, about 200,000 thereo! 
should be men of between 15 and 
40 years of age. Taking a liberal 
rough estimate, he thought that. of 
these 2do,000 nien, from 100,000 to. 
125,000 should be available for works, 
whilst the rest would be at their 
kraals. He asked: What are the 
requirements of the Natal farmer, 
industries, and_ every other labour 
employer in Natal and Zululand? 
He pointed out that, according to the 
latest statistics available, namely, 
those for 1909, the following were 
the numbers employed: Agricultur:,, 




















26,611; mining, 5,154; total, 48,885. 
Furthermore, there. were employed 
25,728 Indians, making a total of, 
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roughly, 75,000 labourers. To that 
‘would have’ to be added the: natives 
‘and Todians employed in domestic 
service, of the numbers of whom, 
however, no statistics were available, 
but for the purpose of argument he 
‘would put them at the high figure of 
30,000. Besides which, some 33,000 
Natal natives were working on the 
Rand, He maintained that the figures 
in qifpstion seemed to show that Natal 
‘and Zuliland contained all the native 
labour required by the Province ; and 
he asked what were the reasons that 
they could not get that labour ? 
‘After some further discussion, re- 
solutions were unanimously 
to ask Mr. Otto Siedle to convene a 
meeting of employers of labour in 
the Colony to consider the election 
of a Committee, with headquarters 
in Durban, representative of the 
farmers, wattle-growers, sugar and tea 
planters, and coal and mining indus- 
try, and manufacturers, and the bring- 
ing forward for discussion of the 
whole matter of labour in the Pro- 
vince.

IMPORTANT CORRESPONDENCE ON SOUTH AFRICAN AFFAIRS 


Or. 23td August, the Assistant 

Hon. Secretary ot the South 
Africa British Indian Com 
mittee addressed the following letter 
to the Under Secretary of State for 
the Colonies:-— 

Sir—I have the honour to enclose 
herewith 2 cutting from INDIAN 
Oprxtow of the agth ultin 
ing a report from the Nata: Mercury 
‘of evidence given on behalf of the 
Natal Sugar and Tea Industries on the 
ast ultimo before the Commerce and 
Industry Commission appointed by 
the Union Government, ‘The evidence 
speaks for itself, but I-am directed 
by my Committee specially to draw 
your attention to that portion of it 

Which deals with the imposition of 
the £5, annual Licence prescribed by 
Natal Act No, 17 of 1895 as amended 
by Act No. 19 of 1910, It is made 
plain that 94 per cent. of the Indian 
labourers, whose indentures-are expir- 
ing, or have recently expired are 
either driven back to India oF forced 








therefore, the tax results in. what 
amounts to compulsory repatriation, 
against which His Majesty's Govern- 


ment have always set their face, and 
‘on the other hand, in compulsory 
teindenture. My Committee desire 
to remind you of the strong condem- 
nation of the system of re-indenture 
contained in the report of the Com- 
mittee on Emigration from India to 
the Crown Coloniesand Protectorates 
(C.D. 5192). In previous correspond. 
ence I have, under direction, respect 
fully drawn the attention’ of His 
Majesty's Government to the unhappy 
situation of those Indians, increasingly 
few in number, who, at the expiry of 
their indentures have elected not to 
fetum to India or to re-indenture, but 
to remain free in Natal, and my 
Committee are strongly of opinion 
that, in the interests “of the Indian 
labourers and the European employers

alike, it would be in the highest 
degree advantageous to repeal this 
harsh tax. T am accordingly 
ected to request once more that 
His Majesty's Government will use 
their best endeavours with that object.

The Causes of Perse- 
cution 


“A Latent Devil of Cruelty” 


In the course of a leading article 
on the lynching of negroes in America, 
The Times, in its issue of the 17th 
‘August, says -— 

We dre often told that it is impos- 
sible for us to understand the white 
man’s feeling against the negro, in 
countries where negroes abound ; but 
we are also told that we cannot under- 
stand the Gentile’s fecling against 
the Jew in, certain other countries, 
‘or the Tuik’s feeling against the 
Armenian. These t ‘are not 

iar tO any one country, oF prO- 

luced only by the contact of any 

two particular races. History, as well 
as present experience, teaches s that 
they arise swiftly and naturally when- 
ever some race, class, or body of men 
becomes unintelligible to the great 
mass of the community and is, oF 
seems to be, opposed in iis interests 
to that mass. Then persecution 
Begins, and its main symptoms and 
causes are of the same nature in all 
fages and all countries ‘The perse~ 
cuted are accused of fearful crimes 5 
they are supposed in some manner 
and often for some devilish reason to 











have cut themselves off from the rest 
‘of the human race, and therefore they 
are treated as if they had no bumao 
rights, Differences of race have often

fact tend to develop inhuman foul- 
nesses among their members. ‘The 
first defence may justify legal sup- 
pression of such societies as the 
‘Templars. Tt cannot justify savage 
Persecution cither of races or ol 
religious communities. As to. the 
second defence, itis seldom supported 
by any kind of trustworthy evidence ; 
those who would employ it to 
Justify the persecution of the Templars 
or the Albigenses would usually 
eject it in the case of the early 
Christians. ‘The fact that the Church, 
when it has ted, has used the 
weapons of its own persecutors is a 
powerful argument against the use of 
those weapons at any time or on any 
pretest, ‘There is much stronger 
evidence of a natural tendency to 
suspect isolated communities of in- 
human practices than of a natural 
tendency towards such practices in 
isolated communities. 

The causes ofthis Kind of suspicion 
are both complex and subtle, When- 
ever a human being fs unintelligible 
tous he seems to us inhuman ; and 
We ate apt to hate him for this seem- 
ing inhumanity with a hatred that is 
half fear. He has human powers, yet 
hhe appears to employ them for ends 
that are not ours, and to be governed 
by motives to which we can make no 
appeal. The ignorant man often ex- 
eriences this kind of fear when he is 
first thrown among foreigners speaking 
a. language he cannot understan 
‘The mere unintelligibility of their 
tongue so much obscures their human- 
ity to him that they seem to be rather 
curious pieces of mechanism than, 
men and women: and this feeling’ 
grows stronger as diflerences of race 
increase, ‘There are many Europeans 
who cannot believe that Chinamen 
are really human beings with a con- 
science and affections like their own ; 
and the Chinaman evidently has the 
same view of the European. Bach 
may seem merely ao amusing puppet 
to the other until they begin to fear 
each other, but then fear produces a 
hatred which is mitigated by no kind 
Of sympathy. The strange thing is 
that not merely may different races be 
thus unintelligible to each other, but 
also different classes or communities 
in the same country. ‘The Templars 
were killed off like vermin in France 
under Pune tHe Fare, and the 
aristocrats in the Revolution, because 
the mass of the people had ceased 
to regard them as human beings, and 
thought of them as mete items in a 
huge plot against the State, No doubt

early Christians, and there is many a 
white man in America who regards 
every negro as a deliberate danger to 
society. “In every case there is some 
‘ground for the general fear, but it is 


devil of cruelty in human nature 
which is let loose by fear, and which, 
when once let loose, may inaster the 
mind and reign there when all fear 
is at an end. Tt is this devil that 
suggests horrible accusations to justily 
its own horrible crimes; and nothing. 
will keep it in subjection except the 
conviction that all human beings, 
however unintelligible, are still human 
and must in any circumstances be 
treated as such,

‘A recently published Blue-book 
issued by the Imperial Government, 
contained the following 

‘The immigration difficulty, 
has on the whole been met b 
of statutes which succeed in. prevent- 
ing Asiatic influx without the use of 
differential or insulting language. It 
is accepted that the Dominions shall 
not admit as permanent residents 
people whose mode ol life is inconsis- 
tent with their own political and 
social ideals. 

But the admission of temporary 
visitors, to which this objection do 
not apply, has not yet been sati 
factorily settled. If the question were 
not grave, it would be seen to be 
ludicrous that regulations framed with 
‘an eye to coolies should affect ruling 
princes who are in subordinate alli 
ance with His Majesty, and have 
placed their troops, at his disposal, 
‘members of the Privy Council of the 
Empire, or gentlemen who have the 
honour to be His Majesty's own Aides- 
deCamp. It is of course true that 
no person of such distinguished 
position would in fact be turned back 
if he visited one of the Dimivions. 
But these Indian gentlemen are 
known to entertain very strongly the 
feeling that, while they can move 
freely in the best society of any 
European capital, they could not set 
foot in some of the Dominions without 
undergoing vexatious catechisms {rom 
petty officials, At the same time the 
highest posts in the imperial services 
in India are open to subjects of His 
Majesty from the Domin 

The efforts of the British Govern- 
‘ment to create and foster a sense of 
citizenship in India have, within the 
last few years; undoubtedly been 
hampered by the feeling of soreness 
caused by the general attitude of the 
Dominions towards the peoples of 
India, The loyalty of the great mass 
‘ol Indians to the Throne is a very 
cor fact, and it is noteworthy 
that this feeling is sincerely entertain- 
ed by many Indian critics of the de- 
tails of British administration, ‘The 
recent constitutional changes have 
given the people of the country in- 
‘creased association with the Govem- 
ment, and have at the same time af- 
forded Indians greater opportunities 
‘of bringing to the direct notice of 
Government their views on the wider 
question of the place of India in the

‘moderate Indian opinion, The Gov- 
eroment of India, while appreciating 
the Colonial point of view, cannot, 
and do not wish to, dissociate then 
selves from the general feeling of 
disappointment at the unwillingness.

Many highly educated and wellbred 
Indians have a natural and laudable 
desire to see other parts of the Empire, 
but ot present are deterred from 
visiting the Dominions, It is earnest- 
ly hoped by His Majesty's Govern- 
‘ment thet the measures necessary to 
prevent such an influx of the lower 
lasses of Indians as would modify 
the population of the Dominions and 
create grave internal difficulties will 
not be extended to visitors of good 
social rank, merchants of sound 
commercial position who have inter- 
ests outside India, or students who 
have attained to University standing. 
(2). The Status of Indians resident 
in the Dominions 


It is in South Africa alone that 
there is any large resident Indian 
population, and its existence here is 
in the main due to the deliberate 
importation by Natal (inaugurated 
under Crown Colony but continued 
under Res, ‘ible Government) of 
contract Indian labour. In Canada 
and Australia Indian immigrants have 
been comparatively few ia number 
and have come on their own commer- 
cial business. But in South Africa— 
apart from the entry of some represent- 
atives of those Indian traders who 
have for centuries past done business 
‘on the east coast of tropical Africa— 
the Indian element is, in origin, due 
to the action of Government. under. 
taken at the instance and in the inter- 
ests of a very important section of 
the European population of Natal. 

So far, then, as an Indian. popula- 
tion exists, the Dominions can do 
much to allay unrest in India by 
abstaining from any administrative 
policy which could be represented as 
Showing an intention to expel them, 
fr to reduce them {0 a position of 
degradation, [n South Africa Indians 
compete chiefly with European traders: 
—often with a low class of Europeans 
of alien origin,—while in British 
Columbia they are in competition 
with white workmen, It is thusinevi- 
table that from time to time this 
economic rivalry should lead to. fric- 
tion.

Colonial-born Indians 


Deputation to the Durban 

lown Council 

On Thursday afternoon last, a 
deputation of Colonial-bora Indians 
waited upon the Durban Towa Coun- 
cil at the invitation of the Mayor. 
‘Mr. Royeppen acted as chief spok 
man. The deputation consisted of 
about a dozen well-known young men 
including Messrs. Christopher, Pan 
day, Lawrence, Singh, Moodley and 

others. 

Mr. Royeppen first of all deatt with 

the question oflicences. He pointed 
‘out that the Colonial-born Indians 
knew no other home and had a right 
to obtain their living by means. of 
tide. Two principles had been laid 
down by the Licensing Officer—no 
transfers and n0 new licences, This 
would mean, in the covrse of time, 
extinction of the Indian_ stor 5, 
He appealed to the Town Council 
not to coatinue this injustice. They 
did not want favours, but they certain- 
ly asked for justice and airplay. 
‘The speaker also referred to other 
matvers. Several respected and well- 
known Indians had been insulted on 
the tram-cars. ‘The conductors, it 
seems, unnecessarily harass the Indian 
passengers when there is not the least 
oceasion for it. They were citizens 
of the Borough and had a right to 
expect decent treatment at the hands 
of the Corporation servants, The 
‘Town Hall belongs to the rate-payers 
‘but Indians are not allowed to attend 
musical entertainment like that of 
the Sheffield Choir without being 
offered an insult, ‘The bathing en- 
closure on the Beach was prohibited 
ground to Indians. In these and 
other matters Indians were made to 
feel that they were outcasts in their 
‘own home. 

‘The Mayor and Councillors gave 
‘a patient hearing to the deputation, 
and several questions were asked 
tegarding the cost of living of Indians 
and Buropeans. Mr. Moodley replied 
that Colonial-bora Indians lived in 
4 similar style to Europeais and there 
‘was. practically no difference, Mr, 
G. §Panday said that Indians were 
hhaved for vhetr srugality and plain 
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| tiving, They did not waste money in 


drink and luxuries, and therefore the 
cost of living was less. 

Tne Hon, Mr. Jameson wanted to 
know why they ali wanted to trade, 
Were there not other occupations ? 
Ofcourse, it was pointed out, they 
did not all want to trade, but they 
ted the right to do so if they 
wished. ‘That was the point. 

The Mayor said that the Licensing 
Officer's powers were fixed by law and 
nnot by the Council, and they were to 
a certain extent ‘powerless in the 
matter. However, on the suggestion 
of Sir David Hunter, it was decided 
to allow Mr. Royeppen, on behalf of 
the deputation, to send a letter to the 
Council stating briefly the grievances, 
together with suggested remedies, and 
there, for the time being, the matter 
rests. 














The Indenture System 


“Certain to Produce Evils” 


‘The Madras Standard of the roth 
August takes up the question of the 
Indenture System, in which it deale 
with the speech of Lieutenant Colonel 
Wyllie, at the League of Honour 
Conference, recently held in London, 
These are the Standard’s conclu. 

We have dwelt at some length on 
this aspect of the question not only 
because .an_ assertion like that of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Wyllie should not 
0 without examination but because 
itis not remotely connected with the 
question of indentured labour which 
is the special topic of his specch. 
‘Most Governments are certainly on a 
higher ethical plane than the majority 
of the employers of labour, and the 
Government of Iadia preeminently so. 
Bat we condemn the great loss of 
liberty involved in most forms of in- 
dentured labour not from abstract love 
of liberty but because it is certain to 
produce evils. ‘There are doubtless 2 
few perfectly just and humane em 
ployers- under whom indentured 
labourers would not suffer. But 
legislation is meant not for the ethical- 
ly advanced few but for the ethically 
indifferent many. It is dangerous to 
place great power in the abstract, and 
almost absolute power as it turns out 
actually, in the hands of employers, 
as is proved to be the case in most 
systems of indentured labour in tropi- 
cal colonies, because there are a 
few just and humane employers. It 
is no use arguing that all apprentice- 
ship and even all employment is & 
surrender of liberty. it all depends 
‘on the question what is the degree of 
liberty the employee surrenders, and 
having regard to the facts of human 
nature and known conditions whether 
that degree of surrender of liberty is 
‘compatible with his well-being... Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Wyllie states the pro- 
blem this:"“ Our coolie has to be

doctored when sick. His apprentice- 
ship comes next, with its discipline 
‘on the one hand and its added skill to 
his trade. His complete freedom can 
wait. (he has grit he can earn it ; if 
not, he can at least live in comfort. to 
the end of his days.” This is begging 
the question. ‘The point is whether 
all the nice things that Lieutenant 
Colonel Wyllie speaks of can be en- 
sured to the coolie if he surrenders 
his liberty to the extent he has to do 
under most systems of indentured 
labour. Lieutenant Colonel Wyllie 
has not answered the question satis- 
factorily in his speech. He admits 
that in this matter the name of Natal 
“stinks in the nostrils of the civilised. 
world.” As to whether in the parti- 
cular tracis to which he refers the 
indentured labour has led to great 
cvils is a matter which we may leave 
Mr. Nevinson and himself to. settle 
between themselves. But he by no 
‘means leads us to abandon the posi- 
tion that the less the surrender of 
liberty in the case of labour in tropical 
colonies the better for the labourer.

General Botha on the 
Asiatic Question 


‘Speaking at Reitfontein on Tuesday, 
General Botha (says the Zransoaa 
Leader’) said he had received a peti 
tion asking that all Asiati

‘The Council would submit that it 

is not for the public benefit that the 
Asiatics should bave the right, 
ppective of their character and without 
tegard_ to local circumstances, and 
conditions, to take out licences indis- 
criminately in any and all Municipal 
areas. With & view to minimising 
the evil, I am instructed to respectful: 
ly suggest that the Government take 
into consideration the question of 
submitting to Parliament an Act es- 
tablishing the principle that local 
authorities should have power to con- 
trol the issue of all licences as it is 
imperative that such control is neces- 
sary and expedient in the interests of 
the white population. In conclusion, I 
am further directed to state that the 
Council trusts this important question 
may, receive the eamest_and sympa- 
thetic support of the Government, 
‘and that at an early date legislation 
may be passed to deal with the 
matter.”

In the seventh special article ofthe 
Natal Advertiser's on the Sugar 
Tadustry, Mr. P. W. Stott, who is on 
the committee of the Empangeni and 
District Sugar Planters’ and. Farmers’ 
Association, was interviewed and said 
We pay. hi more wages than 
the Indians receive, although it must 
be said that the Indians who are. re: 
indenturing are equally as. expensive 
s the natives. Native labour is 
much more expensive than was the 
indentured Indian labour, and at 
1e time is most unreliable and 
jactory. ‘The quality and 
quantity of work Irom. the native is 
far inferior to that from the Indi 
“Do you agree with the suggestion 
to bring labour from Central Alrica 2” 
asked the pressman. | 
“T cannot believe,” replied Mr. 
Stott, “that the natives will leave 
‘their families and homes to work 
months at a time here. It is un- 
natural to expect it. The only way 
to get them to come will be to erect 
locations outside the villages and 
allow them to live there in buts. with 
their families. ‘To expect natives to 
leave the locations is unnatural and 
leads to immorality. Tf we can get 
the Central Alrican natives to come 
and live on the farms like the Indians, 
by all means doit. But they seem 
have objection to bringing their 
families on to awhite man’s farm,’ 
“Leannot understand,” continued 
Mr. Stott,” why Indian’ labour ‘was 
stopped. ‘The Indian was quite. will 
ing to come to South Alrica, for he 
obtains better wages and better treat- 
ment than in bis own land. T cannot 
see why, being a British subject, he 
should. be prevented trom coming 
here if he wants to, Why should he 
be stopped from going to the ‘Trans- 
vaal? My opinion is that the action 
of the Indian Government in stoppit 
the recruiting of labour was 
by the Transvaal Government's action 
on the Indian question, and not by 
yy action on Natal’s part. ‘The In- 
diane berasepts quite. satisfied: and

An M.L.A’s Letter 


Mr, C. FL, Hagar, MLA., writes 
to the Zransoaal Leader as follows — 

Sip—There are points in your 
recent leader deal the Natal 
planters which require a little elucida- 
tion, Yott point out that the com- 
panies refuse to disclose their figures. 
When on the Natal Commission, I 
tried to get at the cost of producing 
ton of sugar; the nearest estimate 
given was £8 per ton. This is the 
cost in Queensland, where the work 
as done by white labour and where 
fag much as 55, 6d. per ton is paid for 
ceutting cane. A recent report of the 
Natal Land Colonisation Company 
speaks of the largo profits made out 
of Natal sugar. Lately, Natal planters 
bought up large areas’ of land, upon 
which they settled Indians to compete 
against whites, and to act as.a bait to 
the. Indians whom they hoped to 
entice from India, As you know, the 
bait did not take. 

As to the local labour available, one 
of the largest employers of coolie 
Iabour told the Commission hig firm 
was doing its utmost to get rid of the 
native labour; the manager of the 
same estate stated that they lost about 
45 per cent. of all their indentured — 
coolies, and as these were wasters, nO 
efforts were made to recover them. 
‘One larger tea:planter told: the Com- 
mission that he considered 16s. per 
month too high a wage forthe best 
‘coolie; yet he wanted freedom of 
contract. In the same district, Chief 
John Bonzana said the low’ wages 
‘were responsible for the natives refas- 
ing to work on the plantations. The 
President of the Indian Congress held.

‘Dealing with Lord Crewe's speech 
at the Imperial Conference, the 
Leadey (Allahabad) of August the 
35th, says in a leading article -— 

‘What we are disposed to say on 
behalf of India is this. She is « 
titled to the full rights of a member 
of the British Empire as much as any 
of the Dominions, not only in India 
but throughout the Empire. Her 
children ought to be able to migrate 
freely to the Colonies just as the 
Colonists are free to come to 
India, But if the Governments o! 

the colonies refuse them their hos- 
pitality, it is the duty of the central 
Government of the empire to insist 
‘upon the rights being granted them. 
As it happens, the colonial Govern- 
‘ments are unwilling to admit Indians 
‘or to treat properly Indians already 
domiciled in the colonies, and at the 
‘same time his Majesty's Government 
‘are unable to press the colonial gov- 
‘erments to recognise. the position of 
India, Ot this position Lord Crewe 
said, ‘ whether Indians were regarded 
from the point of view of national 
history or pride of descent or personal 
ities of character and intellect, 

ey bad a real claim for considera- 
tion both as subjects of the Crown 
| and as men.’ Now if these people 
are treated in the colonies as no better 
than so many beasts, and if further 
they are not allowed to land in the 
colonies at all and if, as we have said 
the Imperial Government as the 
common masters of both the colonies 
and India, are admittedly unable, to 
compose the differences between the 
two, what is the way out of the diffi 
culty!

For, according 
to its noblest traditigns, ‘the archaic 
science of Indian mysic is x purely 
magical science, and its performance 
amagical art, Maybe that magic is 
now overgrown with superstition; but 
Indians should beware lest in reject- 
ing the aceretions—which they inust 
do in any vitally educative movement 
—they do not lose also the treasures 
which are concealed beneath. ‘The 
task of sifting the treasure-heap is one 
which will occupy the lives of many 
students both of the East and of the 
West; but when, to some extent, it 
has been accomplished, we may ex- 
pect an influence from’ the East in 
the music of the West as genuine and 
as enduring as that which tas lately 
descended upon, Western iterate 
and philosophy, through the exertions

Who are 
tthe, Chief Disseminators ? 


(0n Friday, the 29th ultimo, the 
Natal Mercury poblished a leadi 
article on the question of hospital 
accommodation {or infectious diseases 
in the course of which it said — 

“In a community such as Durban, 
Where more than one race of individ. 
tals live, the question of hospital 
‘accommodation is a somewhat more 
eostly afair than in, say, a solely 
European community. ‘This is due 
to the fact that it is impossible to 
place an Indian in the same ward as a 
European. In fast, accommodation 
bas at leastto be duplicated. The 
popalation of Durban consists of one- 

Europeans, one-quarter natives, 
and one-quarter Indians, and previous 
experience has taught us’ that the two 
latter races are the chief disseminators 
of infectious disease in Durban. 
Roughly speaking, it may be stated 
that one bed. is required tobe main- 
fainted in infectious: diseases hospitals 
for every thousand of population of a 
community, It is extremely probable 
that less than this. amount would amp- 
ly suffice for this borough, Whatever 
‘& municipality provides, however, in 

the way of infectious. diseases accom- 
todation, i anust-be on lines which 
‘experience has found to’ be best suit 
‘ed for isolating infectious cases, and 
also best suited for their rapid: re- 
covery. No dumping of such sick 
etsons into any ramshackle or badly 
arranged buildings, should be tolerat- 
ed. The cardinal fact to be remem- 
bered when dealing with the provision 
of hospital accommodation (or infec- 
ious cases is that each disease must 
be fsolated in a building separate 
from all others, It is impossible to 
place a case of scarlet fever in. the 
Same room with a case of diphtheria, 
‘or can such two diseases be treated 
in adjacent rooms should they venti- 
late into each other, nor can such 
diseases be really efficiently nursed 
by the same nurse. This points to 
the necessity, therefore, of requiring 
a separate building for diphtheria i 
Europeans, and another for diphtheria 
Amongst the coloured races, and for 
scarlet fever two buildings would 
similarly be required to be provided.” 


Some Figures which Speak 

On the same day: Mfr, West sent 
the following letter, which the Mercury 
publishes without comment.  Eyi- 
dently the facts and figates cannot be 
refuted 
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as you say that _ “itis impossible to 
place an Indian in the: same ward as 
European.” I should say it all 
depends on the person, I would 
rather be in the same ward with a 
clean Indian than a dirty European, 
but in that I may be peculiar.

Indian, who takes his morning bath 
more regularly than you or I, and who. 
is clean to the point of being faddy, 
would object to being placed along- 
side a raw native? You will see there 
is a great difficulty here, But itis 
your statement that ‘the two latter 
aces (natives and Indians) are the 
chief disseminators of infectious dis- 
ease in Durban,” to which I must 
take strong exception. What are the 
facts? In Dr. Murison’s annual re- 
port for the year ending July 31, r9r0, 
you will, if youcare to ldok itup, find 
that there werelss cases of dysentery 
amongst Europeans, and ten cases 
amongst Asiatics, ‘The figures for 
diphtheria were s9 Europeans and 
one Asiatic; enteri¢ lever, 19 Europe: 
ans and one Asiatic; scarlet fever, 
bine Europeans and no Asiatics, 
‘The population was 29,836 Europeans 
Mot Sout Aeuice Poa ees 
figures, who doyou think are the chief 
disseminators of infections diseases ? 

If you care to know what the figures 
for the whole Province were during 
4999, here they are:—The number 
of cas noted of infectious diseases 
amongst the European population of 
98.934 was 485, aid that OF 105.990 
Indians 249, giving a rate per 1,000 
living pet-annum of 4.88 and 2.30, 
respectively. ‘There were 160 cases 
of enteric fever amongst Europeans, 
and eight amongst Indians, The 
cases of diphtheria were 1x1 and two, 
respectively. There were 104 cases 
of scarletina amongst Europeans, and 
none amongst Indians. ‘The cases of 
erysipelas were 16 Europeans and 
‘ne Asiatic. Enteric fever caused the 
death of t9 Europeans ; not one death 
of an Indian was attributed to it.

Licensing Boards’ 
Costs 





Appellate Court’s Decision 





AA case of great importance to the 
members of Licensing Boards in this 
Province was decided in the Appellate 
Division at Bloemfontein on the agth 
iistant, The case was that of the 
Klip River Licensing Officer and 
Natal Licensing Officer versus 
Khauvia Ebrahim, and was an appeal 
from a decision of the Full Bench of 
the Natal Provincial Division, given 
on the rth April, roxr, (stys the 
Nata Advertiser), 

It appeared that Ebrahim was 2 
hawker, and had at some date in 1910 
gone on a pilgrimage to Mecca. 
Daring his absence the holder of bis 
Power of attomey applied to the 
Licensing Officer for Natal for a 
renewal of his hawkers licence for 
the year 1gr1. The Licensing Officer 
Tefused to renew the licence, and alleg- 
fed several reasons for his refusal, He 
held that a hawker's licence was a 

‘personal licenee, and could not

“THE SHAMELESS LIE OF MODERN CIVILISATION” 





recent Zionist Congress at Basle, 

Dr, Max Nordau said: The 
Jewish people is to-day experiencing 
the most gloomy days of its history in 
the diaspora, All our sentinels give 
us but one report, “Foes on every 
hand!” ‘The plague of anti-Se 
which everywhere always had 
demic hold, is at present 
round the whole earth as if-it were 
anepidemic: few-hatred, which even 
in the short intervals of deceptive 
‘quiet is never completely extingui 
{is now breaking forth everywhere into 
‘white fame. Even in the'lands where 
we are best off, we need merely put 
‘our ear to the ground in order to 
hear, beneath the thin superficies of 
official, constitutional equality: of all 
citizens, the roaring of the wild waters, 
‘of Judeophobia, In the most emanci- 
pated Jand of the world, in the land 
of the greatest social justice, in. the 
United States of North America, the 
President is compelled personally to 
administer a sharp rap ” over: the 
Knuckles toa colonel: because, in 
approved fashion he refused to’ admit 
to cominissioned rank fully qualified 
young man onthe express and blunt 
ground that he was a Jew. “I could 
Site similar incidents from wany other 
countries, even those where Jews are 
‘Ministers and Commanding Generals

But what are we to do in those 
lands where no concealment is wade 
of official prejudices against us, where 
no attempt is made to perform the 
comedy’ of constitutional equality? 
‘There, with the wild energy of the 
thirst for blood, our complete annihil 
tion is striven for. "This bree 
must be'rooted out!” is the dominant 
idea which determines all the Govern- 
ment measures against our unhappy 
brethren. ‘The treatment to which 
they are subjected is summarily 
characterised by the mot Wendre that 
the Jews must be ‘outlawed and 
degraded.” But _ these expressions 
are far too weak. A cultured child 
‘of the twentieth century would never 
attribute to outlawry” the: terrible 
significance which it actually has 
the lands’ concerned. ‘The Jews are 
not only not to. have any civil rights; 
they aré actually ‘denied, even human 
rights, oay, even the rights accorded. 
to the very animals, for the saleguard- 
ing of which Animal Protection So- 
ieties. are everywhere active. The 
Jew is exposed to the four winds of 
heaven. He may be abused, robbed, 
pillaged, even murdered without there 
being any protection for him -under 
the law or on the part of the authori- 
ties. Ihe delends himsell, then this 
expression of the purest instinct of 
selt-protection is punished as. the 
most violent revolution, The Jew 











theréis, at least, extorted from them 
x capriciously calculated and clasti- 
cally expanded ransotm, the exaction 
‘of which keeps them, with all the 
aparatus of the most refined terrorism,

As regards the whole question of 
Indian immigration, the Dominions

This is one of 
the main difficulties, indeed, which 
is connected with this question of 
Indian immigration. It is quite

Diet Scales 


On tho rst January, 1910, the 
‘Transvaal prison diet scales, which 
ad been exhaustively considered by 
the various prison medical officers, 
‘were, revised and issued aftesh, Tn 
View of the constant complaints from 
the Indian passive’ resisters against 
the Indian diet, this was submitted 
through the Imperial Government to 
the Government of India, the medical 
adviser to which declared them on 
the whole satisfactory, and advised 
a slight increase in the diet scale for 
shortsentenced Indian prisoners, 
This was given effect to in June, 1910.

THE £3 TAX 

Recent events bave shown that there 
is a great desl of confusion in regard 
to the question of who is liable to 
pay the £3 tax under Act 17 of 1895. 
‘The Law Department szems to bave 
decided that an Indian who has re- 
indentured or entered into a. civil 
contract of service under the Masters 
and Servants Act, which he is entitled 
to.do under Clause 3 of Act 19 of 
1916, is linble to pay the tax of £3 
for the period of his recindenture or 
contract of service. The Clause in 
the Act runs:—The payment of 
artears of licence money, due, under 
Act No. 17, 1895, by any Indian, 
shall be suspended during the period 
of a reindenture or contract of service 
for a term of not less than two years, 
and in the’ event of bis return to

hheld in the history of Boksburg (says 
the East Rund Express ol the ith 
instant) took place on the Market 
Square on Wedoesday evening. to 
consider what action sbould be taken 
in to the opening of an Indian 
store in Commissioner Street, contrary 
tothe law. ‘The notices calling the 
meeting were only posted the previ-

made to get a hall without success.

The Mayor’s Speech 


‘The Mayor (Mr. B. Owen Jones, 
“M.P.C,), in opening the meeting, 
he had called the meeting at the 
of the ratepayers.

Boksburg being 
the stronghold of the Anti-Asiatic 
movement, it was regrettable that 
they had-been let down by an old 
property owner of the town, who must 
have: had his property paid for over

‘were now in possession of Stands 
1218 to t220, and resolutions dealing 
therewith would be- put before them, 
He had. always worked strenuously 
for the cause of the white against the 
Asiatics, No question had so stirred 
the people of the Transvaal, and they 
had so endeavoured to prevent the 
entry of Asiatics in every way. The 
‘Town Council of Boksburg, wofortu- 
nately, had no “orus stands ia the pre- 
sent matter, but they had neverth -less 
taken up the question eamestly and 
strenuously, more especially Mr, Geo, 
Constable.’ ‘They wanted the stand 
to. be lorfeited. to the’ pro- 


visions of the law. (Applause), 
. Heinemann. moved

first resolution as. follows — 

|“ ‘That io the opinion of this meet- 
ing. the residence of a. number of

Stands Nos, 1218-19-20, Comunis- 
sioner Sizeet, Boksburg, is a distinct 
and premeditated contravention. of

'35 of 1908,. and calls for immediate 
‘action against the offenders. That 
the attention of the Minister tor 
Mines be at-once called to. this very 
serious situation, which denotes a 
planned encroachment upon the 
white inhabitants’ domain, and that 
the Government be respectiully urged 
to take prompt and vigorous action 
‘against residence of Asiatics ontside 
the bazaars specially provided for 
them.” 

From the very large attendance 
they had that evening, he said, it was 
easily seen the community realised 
the very grave crisis which had: over- 
taken Boksburg. They were menac- 
ed with a position which existed i 
Heidelburg, Potchefstroom and in 
Natal. The Indians attacked Boks- 
burg because it _waya town hitherto 
‘kept clean of Asiatics. ‘my'the attack 
‘succeeded the town would be swamp- 
ed with them. The Indian would 
employ none but Indians and pur- 
cchase only from Indians. ‘The town 
was going to lose largely, not only 
the storekeepers but their employees. 
Tt was not a storekeepers’ fight but 
fon behalf of the whole white com- 
‘munity. If they were prepared to do 
their duty they would boycott the 
Indian trader. When General Smuts 
wanted to enforce the Asiatic Ordi 
nance, the Indians - boycotted the 
registration office, and established.

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THE HEALTH OF DURBAN 


Dz. Muison’s Annual Report 
againan interesting document to read. 
It not only contains most illuminating 
information in the form of tables, but 
we find also, in the general remarks, a 
firm grasp and’sympathetic apprecia- 
tion of the difficulties which naturally 
arise in a large municipality, The 
remarks on locations for natives and 
Indians we will deal with later as also 
the question of housing accommoda- 
tion. We have inspected the new 
Blocks of buildings adjacent to the 

Barracks and find them to 
be all that is claimed for them by the 
Medical Officer. They are certainly 

distinct improvement on any buil 

ings of their kind we have seen in 
Natal and may well serve as models 
for other employers to copy. 

‘Phe death rate all round has risen 
slightly but not to any appreciable 
extent. The present rate per 1,000 
‘ofthe population is for Europeans 8-7, 
Natives 61 and Asiatics 17-9, In 


‘alike—it may mean the unpleasant 
necessity of prosecuting those who.

some decency and fairness | Surely 
we can look to the press to give an 
unbiased view of such matters ? 

‘The Tuberculosis Bureau is a new 
institution and we look forward to 
good results later on.
